Artaban, unuſed to be overcome by Words,

This batbarous Doom was no ſooner given, 
but an hundred Swords were drawn upon Arta- 
lan; who daring all with a brave Deriſion, and 
ſnooting a furious Look at the Face of Zenodoruc,

Epbiaſtes moſt not live; but before I diſmiſs 
5, mine, perhaps I ſhall ſend thy black Soul to

T HEV have much Truth on their Side, that 
ſay we have no ſtronger Inclinations than 
thoſe, which firſt eſtabliſh themſelves in our Spi- 
rits ; and tis certain that they take much deeper 
Root in a Heart which never received any other 
Impreſſions, than in thoſe who having been long 
acquainted with Paſſions, have found out the 
means of fortify ing themſelves againſt their pow- 
erful Aſſaults. You. will ſee a ſufficient Evidence 
of this in the Diſcourſe I have to make you; and 
you will find in this Conjecture of my Life, ſome- 
what ſo various, and poſſibly fo extravagant, that 
E'thould hardly find Examples to authorize what 
17 
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it hath made me do, if I ſhould have need either 
of Authorities or Excuſes after the Succeſs of my 
Enterpriaqae. 4 

I was born in Alexandria upon the ſame Day 
with the Princeſs Cleopatra my Siſter, and I came 
into the World at a Time, when poſſibly no Fa- 
mily whatfoever could boaſt of a Fortune, which 
might equal that of our's: I had ſcarcely ſaluted 
the Light, but I had a great Train of Princes at 
my Service, and we could hardly go, but the 
Queen our Mother, being prepoſleſs'd with the 
exceſſive Affection the bare us, or that Pride, which 
without doubt drew down the Indignation of Hea- 
ven upon our Houſe, inſtead of making us to be 
educated like Princes, the' caus d us to be reve- 
renced in A candr ia like little Gods; ſhe made us 
take their very Habits, and oftentimes preſenting 
my Siſter. and - myſelf to the People under the 
Form of Apollo and Diana, ſhe made us receive 
ſervile Adorations from them. - Anthony bein 
| ys pated with the extteam Love he had for 
her, approved all her Actions, and by her Sol: 
licitation in our very Infancy, we were declated 
publickly Sovereigns of the greateſt Kingdoms of 
Aſia, and the Prince Cæſario our Brother, the 
Son of Cæſar and Cleopatra, was proclaim'd =_ 
of Kings, and brought up in thoſe Hopes, which 
afterwards the Event did cruelly fruſtrate. - I paſs 
theſe Things ſlightly over, both becauſe. they are 
known to all the World, and alſo becauſe: the 
Memory of them is unpleaſing, and in ſome Sort 
ſhameful to ſome who ſa themſelves aftetwards, 
and do ſtill ſee themſelves reduc d to a far diffe- 
rent Fortune. Nevertheleſs I am obliged to make 
ſome Z en my Infancy, ſince in that A 
it was that I received, though imperfectly, the 
Characters which I carry at this Day, and 1 ſhall

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eternally. carry in my Heart. Vo may 

bave beard the Relation how Antbony at his Re · 
turn from the War which he made againſt the 
Parthians,, wherein, thought he gained many 
Victor ies, he received. very conſiderable Loſſes, 
whereby he was obliged to return into ABgypr, 
without any Fruit of his Expedition, made high 


Complaints aga inſt che King of Armenia, accuſing 


him tor being the Cauſe of che Loſs of his Army, 
by not ſending thoſe Aſſiſtances and Supplies which 
he was obliged to furniſh him with, according 
to their League and Agreement, and for favouring 
the Parthians in all Things, out of Envy to his 
Glory. And, in fine, after he had publiſhed the 
Reaſons which he had, or believed he had to ac- 
cuſe him, be ſurprined him, and took him Pri- 
ſoner, with a part of his Family, and brought him, 
as it were, in triumph to Alexandris ;- where he 
him to the Queen, laden with Chains 
of Gold, and detainec him in an hard Captivity.

+ Thele three: young Perſons were three Miracles

© be remarkable in Children. The little Ario- 
© barzanes' (for this was the Name of the young 
Prince) had a Mind fo excellent and ſublime, 
and did already ſhew ſo much Vivacity and 
Greatneſs of Courage in the meaneſt of his 
Actions, that there were wonderful Hopes con- 
* ceived of him; and the two Princeſles, at that 
Age, gave all chat ſaw them cauſe to judge of 
their Beauty, that it would one Day rank them 
© amongſt the moſt ſovereign Beauties of the Uni- 
© vetſe. I was about their Age, and yet, not- 
* withſtanding my tender Youth, 1 remember 
very well all Things which came to my 
* Knowledge: I was near the Queen when Ar. 
© tabaſus was brought into her Preſence.” ' © And 
I too, ſaid Cxfario within bimſelf. I ſaw; 
© continued Alexander, how he chrew himſelf at 
© her Feet, being followed by his three Children; 
© and how the Queen, after ſhe had received him 
© with Diſdain enough, and given him ſome Re- 
* for his want of Friendſhip to Aatbumy, 
© ſent him back to the Place inted- for his 
© Securement, and commanded him to plate all 
© his Hopes in Anthony's Goodneſs, and to ſup- 
port his Fortune with Patience. 

This great and powerful King, but much in- 
ferior in all· Things to Anthony, who poſſeſt d.

ed to, (though he were youngeſt; 
and the eldeſt Artaxus, Heir to the Crown, — 
n is, Anthony Failing of ring 
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him into his power, as he did the reſt of the Fa- 

mily ;) but the Daughters enjoyed as much Liber- 

ty as they could with, and they were brought up 

at Court, not as Priſoners, but as the Companions 

of the Princeſs Cleopatra my Siſter. There was 

little Difference in their Beauty, and yet ſome 

there were which gave the Princeſs Arſinoe ſome 
Advantage over her Siſter Artemiſa: Neyerthe- 
leſs, though I were acquainted with the admirable 

Qualities of Arſinoe, my Inclinations, without 
knowing any reaſon for it, directed themſelves 
towards Artemiſa, who was younger than Arſinoe 
by a Year. This Princeſs, by a Sympathy which 

powerfully acted in the beginning of our Affecti - 
ons, permitted at the firft that I ſhould contract 
all the Amity with her that we were both capable 
of. Her Beauty, which gave at that time matvel- 

lous Hopes of its future Excellence, already made 
Impreſſions in the Soul of a Child of ſeven ot 
eight Years old; aud the Sweetneſs of her Spirit, 

and the Gracefulneſs which accompanied all her 
Actions, did ſo captivate my Heart, that it was 
impoſſible for me to live without her. I diſdain- 
ed all ſorts of Entertainment, and all manner of 
Company to enjoy her's; and I had this Happi- 
neſs too, that ſhe expteſſed no greater Inclinations 
towards her own Brother and Siſter, than ſhe did 
to me. If any from Anthony or Cleopatra en- 
e, after the little Alexandor, they muſt look 
for. him in the Company of the little Princeſs of 
Armenia; and they had ſo much ado to get him 
from her, that ſhe was fain oftentimes to follow 
kim to the Place whither he was ſent for, or 
otherwiſe they would have hardly got him thither 
without Tears, and grand Expreſſions of his Di(-- 
pleaſure.

ceſs Julia. We were brought up with as great a 
Care as we could have been in the greateſt Luſtre 
of our Family; and if at Rome we were not called 
King of Kings, and had not Titles full of Pride 
and Vanity, nor a numerous Train, of Princes, as 
at Alexandria, yet it is certain that we were edu- 
cated like Marcellus, Tiberius, and the 17 
- young Princes that were bred at Rome; and, thro' 
the generous Care of Ofavius, there was nothing 
wanting that might form our Nature to Things 
worthy of our Birth. My Brother Ptolbmy and 
I had towardly Inclinations, and a Diſpoſition 
. great enough to learn as well the Exerciſes of the 
Body, as thoſe Sciences wherein they employ d 
our Minds; and we 2 in both with a ge- 
neral Approbation. Auguſtus baving extinguith- 
ed, in the Death of Anthony, all the Hatred he 
bare him, looked upon us, and treated us as if 
we had really been the Sons of Octavia; and, ac- 
cording to his Example, all che Perſons of the 
greateſt Importance in Rome, or of the moſt il- 
luſtrious Families, took it as an Advantage to be 
allied to ours, and conſidered us almoſt in the

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J will tell you, that the tender Youth wherein we 
wete ſeparated, being not capable of a ſtrong and 
ſolid Settlement, Time, as you may well imagine, 
did partly wear out of an lufant's Mind an Im- 
kom which it could not long conſerve. It was 
a hard matter, that at nine or ten Years' old a 
firm Affection ſhould be formed in my Soul: But

ing Glory, The Empreſs procured me Liberty . 


to go, and I took my leave of the Emperor, and 
of Octavia, and all Perſons to whom either out 
of reſpect or affection I owed, that regard, and 
having put myſelf into a very magnificent Equi- 
7 e, little Aifkeremt from that of our General 
wberius, I departed from Rome with him, and 
marched towards Germany. Tiberius, the | 
Diſſembler in the World, though he knew upon 
ſeveral accounts that my AﬀeRtions inclined ' to- 
- wards his Rival much more than towards himſelf, 
yet remembring'that I was Brother to Cleopatra, 
aud that he might have need of me in the Courſe 
of that Service he had vowed to het, received 
me with all kinds of Careſſes, he treated me with 
a thouſand Reſpects and Civilities; and when we 
were come to the Army, he offered me my choice 
of Employments and Commands over his Troops; 
but I did not abuſe his offers; and being ſufficient- 
ly conſcious, that by reaſon, of my youth and wam 
of experience, I was uncapable of a Command, I 


deſit d to continue without charge, and to aſſociate 


myſelf with the better experienced Commanders 
in thoſe occaſions which were pteſented. I was 
fortiunate enough in my entrance upon Arms, and 
if I may ſpeak it with modeſty, there were few en: 
counters paſſed, wherein they that ſaw. me fight, 
" id not report very advantageouſly; of me. Trbe- 
Yius wrote.to Rome concerning me with ſuch Elo- 
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gies as I could attribute to nothing but the inte- 

reſt he had to flatter me; and he would bave per- 

ſwaded all the Army that he had ſeen few Per- 5 
ſons ſo very young as I was, give ſuch fair Teſti- 
monies of Valour. In exchange of that which be 
ſpake of me out of complacence, I muſt needs 
really confeſs of him, that through the whole 
War he carried himſelf as well as the moſt vali- 
ant, and moſt experienced Captains could have 
done; and if his dealing ſometimes with thoſe he 
had conquered, had not ſayoured of an humour 
inclined to cruelty, he could not have returned 
with a greater perfection of Glory thau he acquir- 

ed in this Expedition. He took a great number 

of Towns, and was Victor in two fignal Battels, 
and by his Valour and good Conduct, in leſs than 
ten Months he finiſhed a War which in all Proba- 
bility might haye laſted many Years. Caius Dru- 
ſus his younger Brother by a Year, who under him 
commanded the Cavalry, performed there a num- 
ber of gallant Actions both fot Valour- and Con- 
duct, and gave great Hopes to them which knew; 
bim, that 2 would be one Day one of the greateſt 
Men of the Empire: I was preſent at all, which 
paſſed even to the ſmalleſt skirmiſhes, and I re- 
ceived ſome Hurts, but they were all ſo flight 
that they never deprived me: of occaſions to receive 
new ones. My mind at that time enjoy Tran- 
quillity enough ; and ſince the Death of Anthony 
and. Cleopatra, our Captivity- and Continuance 
at Rome, I had paſſed over eight Years which 
weretroubled with no other Cares but what might 
proceed from my Ambition, and a rational De- 
fire of re · aſcending by honourable ways to theſe 
Dignities from which we had been. precipitated ; 
but, about this Time, my deſtiny, which for all 
that, I will not now complain of, raiſed me new 
8 eh - _ 
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troubles, and made me change for another Courſe 
of Life, wherein I have continued ever ſince, and 
to which I ſhall be fixed to my very laſt Breath. 
There was in our Army an Armenian of an 
illuſtrious Birth, being allied divers ways to the 
Royal Family, and of no common Virtue ; his 
Name was Artamenes ; he was at firſt preſented to 
Tiberius to ſerve him without auy Command; 
but the Knowledge we had of his Condition in a 
Mort Time, and the Teſtimonies of his Valour 
and Prudence which he gave of himſelf, ſoon 
after obliged Tiberius to treat him with great Ci- 
vility, and to give him the moſt important Em- 
ployments of the Army. The ſweetneſs I found 
in his. Converſation, and the characters of : Virtue 
I obſerved in him, quickly fixed me into great 
Friendſhip with him; and after being augment- 
ed by littſe and little by our frequent Society, be- 
came at laſt fo great, that we were but ſeldom 
aſundet, and hardly concealed any thing from each 
other : He was ordinarily 45 but it might 
be eaſily perceived that his proceeded from 
ſome ſecret cauſe, and not from his temper. I 
never enquired it of him, fearing to be trouble- 
ſome to him; at laſt 1 learned it when I leaſt ex- 
d ir. 1 knowing that be was an Armenian, 

and brought up in the King of Armenia's Court, 
defired to enquire ſome News of him concer 
the Princeſs Artemiſa, to whom I bad devot 
my firſt Inclinations, even at my very Birth. I 
vas informed that of all che Royal Family chere 
were no more left in the World but the King 
- Artaxus and the Princeſs Artemiſa, and that the 
Prince Ariobarxanes and the Princeſs Arſinoe being 
ſent to Rome, by their Brother, to the Emperor, 
who had demanded them, were caſt away at Sea,

« preſent Condition, and that you may not judge

Artamenes had not quite friſhed this Diſconrſe, 
whereby in diſcovering to me his Wounds, he 
made mine bleed afreſh, bat I had already open- 
ed the Box, and greedily caſt mine Eyes upon 
the Portraiture of Artemiſa. True it is, that the 
Idea of the former Beauties of that Princeſs which 
remained in my memory, made me expect ſome- 
what very handſome, yet that which then pre- 
ſented itſelf to my Eyes appeared to me very 
different from what I had imagined, and the! 
Beauty of Artemiſe had received ſuch a wonder- 


ful growth with her Age, that I could not behold | 
ſo much as her Picture without being dazled at 


it. I eaſily diſcovered the ſame Lineaments that 
J had formerly ſeen, and the ſame ſweetneſs in 
he had in her infancy ; but all was 
admirably heightned by a Luſtre which eight 
Years Time had added to it, and to the former 
Sweetneſs there was joined a Majeſty capable of 
imprinting Reſpe& and Love in moſt inſenſible 
Souls. I could not untye my fight from this dear 
Image, which unperceivably recalled all my old 
Affections, and if I had not feared to diſpleaſe Ar- 
tamenes by keeping his Pidure ſo long, I ſhould

Hands, which did not quit it without ſome Vio-

* firſt Acquaintance > Take heed, rephy'd Arta- 
* menes with a fmile, that you do not find her 
© too fair for your own Repoſe; and if 338 
© rake my Counſel, do not imbark yourſelf upon 
* that dangerous Sea where I have ſuffered ſhip- 
* wreck. Lions and Panthers have nothing 1n 
them ſocruel as the Diſpoſition of Artemiſa, and 
© Pity which is natural to Perſons of her Sex, 
© hath no acceſs to her. She hath reaſon to be 
* cruel, anſwered J, if extraordinary Advantages 
may create Haughtineſs in any, there is no Per- 
ſon in the World in whom it may be more 
* juſtly placed than in the Princeſs Artemiſa. 
We had ſpoken more to this Purpoſe, but that 
our Diſcourſe was interrupted by ſome of our 
Friends; 1 was not at all diſpleaſed at it, for I 
thought it long before 1 was alone to entertain 
myſelf with the fair Image which did re -· aſſume 
its former place in my Heart: I paſſed the reſt of 
that Day and all the Night following in a deep 
Muſing, which would not let me fleep, and ne- 
ver poſſibly was any Spirit more troubled than 
mine was at this Rancouuter. Artemiſa preſented 
herſelf to me then in a Condition which could 
hardly find any Reſiſtance in a mind which had 
been prepoſſeſſed with Affection for her, at a

my Power when I was not capable, why do 
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what they were then; and the natural Diſpoſition 
I had to love, made my Soul incline to that re- 
lapſe with ſuch Forces, as it would have been in 
vain for me to oppoſe.

there were in the Princeſs Artemiſa, the ſight 
of the Picture was not capable to give Birth to 
my Paſſion, if I had known them only by that, 
and the impreſſious of Love which I had received 
in my Fancy, were not ſtrong enough to kindle 
that fire in my Soul, if they had not been other- 
wiſe aſſiſted; but my former Inclinations bein 
joyned to the view of the Picture, and my del- 
tiny, as I believe, having operated above all

as ſhe hath appeared to this repulſed Lover; and 
poſlibly ſhe will call to mind her own Promiſes, 
when ſhe ſhall ſee thee perform thine, | 

By this kind of Reaſoning which flattered me, 
J introduc'd Love into my with Precipita- 
tion; but yet I wanted not another Counſellor 
within me which repreſented ſuch Difficulties to 
me as might have been able to divert me from 
my Emerprize, if 1 had been capable myſelf to 
confider them. I knew that I was the Son of An- 
thony and Cleopatra, who againſt all Right, both 
divine and human, had cruelly put to death the 
Father of that Princeſs; and beſides that, I might 
juſtly fear left the Princeſs herſelf being come to 
more Maturity of Age, might bear Regret agai 
the Childten of her Father's Murderers. I was 
not ignorant that the King of Armenia her Bro- 
ther had conſerved that irreconcilable Hatred 


againſt che Memory: of Gleopesrs, that he pub- 
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lickly declared it; and that he had uſed all Endea- 
yours to be tevenged upon all thqſe who by any 
Proximity or Alliance might have relation to her; 
and that upon this Quarrel he made cruel War 
upon the King of Media, who was Son to him 
that had procured the Death of Artabaſus at Cleo- 
patras Hands, which had not been ended but by 
the Authority of Auguſtus; and that beſides the 
juſt Reſentments which filled him full of Animo- 
ſities, he was reputed a ſevere Prince, and one 
obſtinately wedded to his Paſſions. Knowing theſe 
Things, I ſaw myſelf deprived of all Means ever 
to ſerve Artemiſa by the Conſent of her Brother, 
and to obtain her of him by any Service, though 
of neyer ſo great Importance: 1 could not ſo much 
as ſee her without throw ing myſelf into an Ene- 
my's Country, and expoſing myſelf to great Pan- 
gers; but all theſe Conſiderations were not ſtrong 
enough to oppoſe the Birth or Return of my Paf- 
fion: © Artemiſa, ſaid J, is the Daughter of 
* Artabaſus, her Brother, and all her Relations 
are our Enemies, and there is little Hope of pre- 
* vailing with them, and ſome Danger in enga- 
4 ping myſelf in ſeeking Occaſions to ſee and ſerve 
* her; bur for all that I muſt love Artemiſa, and 
* all the Obſtacles which can oppoſe themſelves 
© to that Deſign are too weak to divert me from 
© it. I cannot openly defire her of her Bro- 
© ther, becauſe he is an Enemy of the Children 
and the Memory of Cleopatra, but I may viſit 
© her privately, who poſſibly bath not conſerved 
© Reſentments like to his; and Iam not the firſt of 
© thoſe who upon Occaſions of leſs Importance 
© have paſſed divers Years unknown and diſguis d 
©in their Enemies Territories. My Face is not 
© known in Armenia, and in the Croud of a2 
© great Court, I may continue long enough diſ-

thoſe Affairs I ſhould have made no Difficu 
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* ouiſed without being diſcovered ; at the moſt, 
tis the Enterprize of a young Man, in whom 
„bis may apologize for all; and though I 
© ſhall rd the Danger of miſcarrying in it, 
© that is not enough to diyert me from ſo glort- 
© ous a Defign, and I cannot periſh more honou+ 
© rably, nor more contentedly, than in the Service 
© of Artemiſa.' | co lene 
Theſe were my Thoughts which poſſeſs d me 
for many Days, and this was at laſt my Reſolu- 
tion, from which nothing was able to move me. 
I vifited Artamenes oftentimes, who finding me 
muſing and unquiet, contrary to my ordinary Hu- 
mour, imagin'd Part of the Fruth; he gave me 
ſome Knowledge too of the Suſpicion he had, and 
modeſtly queſtioned me about it; hut — — 
ty o 

confiding in his Friendſhip, I did not believe that 
in this Buſineſs, wherein he had ſo great Inte- 
| reſt, I ought. to repoſe too much Confidence in 


him. In thę mean time, I thirſted after nothing 


more than fe Battle which was to be fought 
within few Days, being reſolved to depart imme- 


diately after, to go into Armenia, without Com- 


municating any thing concerning my Voyage, 
but only to thoſe whom 1 endl to take along 


with me. As Fortune would have it, I lighted. 


upon a Conveniency for the Execution of my De- 
ſign much greater than I expected; but I purcha- 


ſed it with a very ſenſible Diſpleaſure, which did 


ſtrongly moderate the Satisfaction I mighy have 
received from thence. The Battle was fought as 
we had expected; and we gained the Victory with 
all Manner of Advantages, which put a Period to 
the War; it having reduced the Barbarians into 


a Condition which made them ſubmit to Whatſo— 


ever Articles Tiberius was: pleaſed: a 
F 8 em: 
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them: Bur in this Day's Work he loft divers va- 
Kant Men; and amongſt the firſt Artamenes was 
brougbt back to his Tent, having received two 
mortal Wounds. The Affection E bore him made 
me run thither as ſoon has 1 had heard the News, 
and I found him drawing towards his End, ha- 
ving but ſome few Moments to live. I expreſſed 
to him preſently by all manner of Teſtimonies, 
the Grief I had to {ce him in this Condition: But 
if he were ſenſible of the Marks of my Affection. 
he thewed bur little Apprebenſion of his approach» 
ing Death; and he diſpoſed himſelf to reecive it 
with a Conſtancy very conformable to the Opini» 
on I had of his Virtue, After he had bricfly an- 
ſwered my Civilities, he prayed me to cauſe thoſe 
that were in the Chamber to withdraw a while, 
deſiring that none might be Witneſſes of what he 
had to fay to me, but only one of his Servants 
which he retained with him: And when he ſaw 

chat no body heard us, Alexander, ſaid be to 
© me, with @ feeble Voice, but an aſſured Caun- 

* tenance, what Care ſoever you have taken to 
* conceal from me the Pain. you have endur'd ſome 

222 yet I knew it, or at leaſt ſuppoſed 

© it ſoy and I am too well acquainted with the 

Powers of Artemiſe to be ignorant of the Effect 
* they might produce in a Soul, over which here- 
© tofore they had ſome Power. You love her 

without doubt, or am I deceiv'd in my Confc- 
© ture? And the Opinion I have that it is fo, ob- 

1 before I die to make you a Preſent 
* which-poſlibly will be. le to you; and 1 
© cannot put it into better than your 8. 
* 'Tis the Picture of Artemiſa that I leave you, 
© by the Sight of that, as I imagine, you have re- 
$£ lapſed into your ancient aons and in the

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Conſolation for the Evils which her Abſence 
© makes you ſuffer: If I be not deceived in m 

© Opinion, you will carefully preſerve it; and all 
© the Recompence which I deſire of you for it, if 
© ever you ſec that adorable Princeſs, do me only 
the Fayour to teftify to her my laſt Thoughts, 
© and the Regret which accompanies me to my 
© Grave, for Tins incenſed her by the raſh De- 
« claration of my Love. Artamenes ſpake in this 
Manner, and I was ſo ſuprized with his Dif- 
* courſe, that I continued a long Time without 
© being able to reply. He thought I had made 
* ſome Difficulty to declare myſelf to him before 
© the Man who ſtayed with us, and defiring to 
remove that Scruple: Fear not, added be, to dif- 
©* cover your Thoughts to me becauſe of Nareiſ- 
© ſus's Preſence, he ſhall be gone if you pleaſe; 
* but he is a Man faithful and diſcreet above all 
+ others; and poſſibly you may have Occafion to 
make trial of his Fidelity and Diſcretion. This 
vas not the principal Reaſon that hindered me 
from 3 though it was ſome Obſtacle; 
but ſeeing myſelf aſſured on that Patt, and ob- 
* liged to acknowledge by mine own Freedom, 
© thar of the obliging Artamenat; Attamenes 
© ſaid I to him, the Teſtimonies of your Affecti- 
on are ſo dear to me, that I ean no longer dif- 
* guiſe my Thoughts to you; and if 1 have done 
* ut e 10 3 of any Diſtruſt, bur 
only out of Fear of diſpleaſing you, in eonſeſſing 
myſelf to be your Rival. It — that by the 
Sight of what you ſhewed me, my former Affec- 
© tions are reviv'd with ſuch a Force; as hath to- 
© tally deprived my Soul of all x" and that 
I am reſolved to ſerve Artemiſa, (ſince by rea- 
* ſon of your Misfortune I may do it without 
© offending jou) to the utmoſt Moment A 
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Life. I receive the precious Gift you beſtow 
©.upon me, with all the Acknowledgment which 
is due for ſuch a Preſent; and I not only pro- 
© miſe you, that if I ſee Artemiſa, I will acquit 
* mylelf of the Charge you give me, but that I 
will go within cheſs three Days to ſee her; and 
"I thall never be ar quiet till I am in her Pre- 
© ſence, and ſhall make her a faithful Relation of 
the Obligations ſhe hath to your Fidelity.” Ar- 
tamenes having underſtood my Reſolution, ſeem- 
ed a little aſtoniſhed at it, and continued a lon 

Time without replying, keeping his Eyes fixed 
upon the Ground, like one in a deep Muſe; but 
a little after looking upon me, Alexander, ſaid 
© be, you undertake no ſmall Enterprize, and = 
* affront all mannet»of Dangers which 2 ibly 
* you have nor foreſeen ; but 7 are fully re- 


© ſolved to ſee and ſerve Artemiſa, which in the 
© preſent Condition of your Affairs, you cannot 
do but in private, I can facilitate the Means to 
you by making you another Preſent, which is 
© the faithful Nerat, whom I beſtow upon 
8 you and of whom I deſire at my Death the 
of Fidelity to you, that he hath expreſſed to 
© me in the whole Courſe of my Life. He is of 
© a very noble Extraction among the Armenians, 
Wand he hath Acquaintance in that Court that 
© will not be ungtateful to you. You cannot find 
©. a 'more favourable Adventure to advance your 
© Deſigns; and I believe I cannot give Narciſſus 
© a better Recompence than to leave him in your 
© Service.” I was about to thank Artamenes for 
his Cares fo full of Goodneſs, when he fell into a 
Fainting before us, and a little after: breathed his 
laſt, without being able to utter one Word more. 
I had really all the Regret of the Loſs of a vertu - 
ons and obliging Friend as he was; and 
[Fe | n 
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nued a long Time in my Heart before I could re- 
ceive any Conſolation. The faithful Narciſſus re- 
membring his Command, threw himſelf at my 
Feet, and gave me the Picture which his Maſter 


| bad given him; and proteſted to me, that if his 


Service were acceptable to me, he would never for- 
ſake me while he lived; and that after the Death 
of a Maſter who had been ſo dear to him, he 
could receive no Comfort but in me alone. I found 
ſo much Conveniency in this Accident, and Nar- 
.ciſſus was ſo agreeable to me at the wy firſt, for 
the ſincere and real Grief he expreſſed for the Loſs 
.of his Maſter, 'that I received him with open Arms, 
and promiſed him whatſoever he hop d from Ar- 
tamenes, and from a Maſter much more affecti- 
onate. Artamenes was interr'd according to his 
Condition; and Tiberius, who aſſiſted at his Fune- 
ral, with all the principal Commanders of the Ar- 
my, teſtified a great deal of Regret for his Loſs; 

His Equipage, according to his Order, was 
amongſt all his Servants, and I employed myſelf 
to get them Entertainment, and engaged them to 
other Maſters, to hinder them from returning into 
Armenia, where perchance they might meet me, 
know me, and diſcover me; I took the greateſt 
Pact into my own Service, but with a Deſign to 
ſend them to Rome with my Equipage, meaning 
to take · no more with me into Armenia, than 
N arciſſus and two Squires, whom 1 loved above all 
the reſt of my Domeſticks. After this I dreamt 
of nothing more than my Departure; and 
having diſpoſed all Things to that Purpoſe, as 
well as 1 Fald deſire, I took my leave of Tibe- 
rius, but I told him I was returning to Rome, 
being obliged to make all poſſible Haſte thither 
by ſome Letters which 1 had received from Ofa- 
via, which did not giye me Time to wait his Re- 
a Turn, 
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turn, whereunto he began to pt himſelf. 
Tiberius made me a thouſand at my De- 
parture, and proteſted that he would render me 
a Teſtimony before the Emperor, of the gallant 
Actions that I had done; and he forgot nothing 
that might ſerve to acquire him the Brother of Cleo- 
Patra. I parted from the Army, and marched 
one Day's Journey upon the Way to Rome, but aſter- 
wards, in a Place where we bad lain, pretending 
ſome {mall Impediment, I commanded all my 
People to irectly to Rome, without ſtaying 
for me by He way, promiſing to be there within 
two Days after them; and telling them, that, for 
ſome Reaſons, I was obliged to make this Voyage 
without a Train, which might make me be taken 
notice of. Nevertheleſs, I delivered to one of my 
Servants a Letter for the Princeſs Octavia, (think- 
ing that I was obliged to render her an Account 
of my Actions for the good Offices we received 
from her) wherein I ſignified to her, that a youth- 
fu! Curioſity engaged me to make a Voyage into 
Aſia, with a Deſign privately to viſit ſome Pro · 
vinces, and to frame myſelf, with the more Con- 

jency, to the Foreign Languages and Manners ; 
and that I would return to her in a ſhort time, 


and ask her Pardon for this little Ramble withe

m I was gone, I too v: 
out of N — . which I cok's 
attended only by Narciſſus, whom Artamenes 
had given me, and two "Squires ; the one a Ro- 
man, named Valerius; the other an AX 
tiaw, named Tideus, Son of Androclion, who 
was my 'Governour, and Maſter of this Houſe 
where we are. With this ſmall-Company I came 
to Biaantium; and having crofled the He/leſpont, 
I began-to-cater into Aa. I fed myſelf, during

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my Voyage, with the moſt agreeable H I 
could x dat making no Reflection 1 
gers and Obſtacles which oppoſed my Intentions. 
An hundred times a _ I opened the Cale where- 
in the fair Preſent of Artamenes was encloſed; 
where I fixed my Sight upon the beautiful Viſage 
of Artemiſa with incredible Raviſiment; and 
oftentimes addrefling my Diſcourſe to it, as if it 
had been capable of giving me Satisfaction, I de- 
manded of ir the Performance of the Promiſes 
which the Princeſs had made me, to love me-as 
long as ſhe lived. I concealed nothing of my De- 
ſigns from Narciſſus, teſolved to commit the Con- 
duct of them to him, as I was neceſſitated to do 
it in a Country where I bad no Acquaintance but 
by his means; and having taken notice, in the 
frequent Converſations -I had with him, of the 
Excellency of his Underſtanding, and the Addreſs 
which he had to manage an Affair of the ſame 
Nature with mine, I made no' Difficulty to com- 
municate to him my moſt ſecret Thoughts. He 
2 me Hopes, which without him I ſhould 
ly have conceived; and I promiſed him Re- 
campences conformable to the Greatneſs of the 
Services which I expected from him. But why 
do I trouble you wich a Relation of our Voyages? 
There happened nothing to us worthy of your 
Know and after we had ſeen divers Cities, 
= over divers Provinces, withott ma- 
ing an „or receiving any Hindrance, 
2 o — ound * which thoſe 13 
vinces, through which we paſſed, began already 
to enjoy, we entered imo Armenia; at laſt at- 
rived at the and famous City of Arta xata, 
the Seat of the Armenias Kings, where the Prin- 
ceſs was at tliat time with her Brother. Narciſſus 
had an Houle in the City, where be alighted ow

where I was teſolved to ſtay, not being willing to 
ſhew myſelf at Court in publick, for fear (as it 
probably might happen) that there might chance 
to be ſome Perſon there who had ſeen me at Rome, 
and might diſcover me. At Narciſſuss Houſe I 
paſſed, amongſt his Friends and Kindred, who 
came to viſit him, for one of his Friends, and a 
Servant of the deceaſed Artamenes; and in their 
Preſence, according to the Command 1 had given 
args to that pur poſe, he converſed with me 
as with one of his Familiars. The longing Deſire 
I had to ſee the Fair Princeſs, for whoſe ſake I had 
taken ſo long a Journey, deprived me of all Reſt 
for the firſt Night I paſled in Artaxata; and I 
could not conceive that I was encloſed within the 
ſame City with her, without abandoning myſelf 
to tranſporting Thoughts. I flattered myſelf with 
a thouſand pleaſing Imaginarions, in expectation 
of my approaching Happineſs, and I meditated an 
hundred ways what diſcourſe I ſhould entertain 
her with at firſt, and the Means I ſhould uſe to 
come into her Preſence. Upon this Account I 


was in no ſmall Diſquiet; and though the Princeſs 


was of very eaſy Acceſs, it was difficult for an un- 


known Perſon, who deſired to appear in a mean 


Quality, to find an Occaſion to entertain her with 
any Liberty. Beſides, I was not willing to diſ- 
cover myſelf to her too ſoon, not knowing he- 
ther, ſhe did yet retain. the Thoughts of good Will 
ſhe formerly had for me ; like her Brother, 
4 ſhe-were poſſeſs d with Reſentments and Hatred 
againſt all the Family of Anthony. In this Un- 
certainty I deſired, I feared, I hoped, and I was, 
at the {ame time, diſtracted with divers different 
' Agirations, which held me till che Morning. I 

reſolved; at the laſt, to take the Commiſſion which 
Artamenes had given me for the Ground of — 
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ficſt Diſcourſe I intended to make to Artemiſa; 
and having communicated it to Narciſſus, whoſe 
Prudence might extreamly afliſt my Youth in the 


Conduct of my Affairs, 1 found him of an Opi- 


nion conformable: to mine; and deſiring to be 
guided by his Counſel in all Things wherein L 
might need it, I gave him an Account of the great- 
eſt part of thoſe Thoughts that had troubled me 
the Night before. As ſoon as I was ready, having 
underſtood by Narciſſus the Hour at which the 


| Princeſs was accuſtomed to come, almoſt every 


Day, to the Temple of Diana, which is in Ar- 
ta xata, I went out without any Company but 
himſelf; and under his Conduct I went to wait at 
the Temple, with thoſe Impatiences that are not 


. conceivable. I took my Station near the Gate, 


that I might ſee her at the neareſt Diſtauce, both 
coming in and going out; and though I was z 
Stranger in a Place which might entertain me with 
ſome Novelty, I had all my Thoughts ſo fixed 


upon one Subject, that I hardly caſt mine Eyes 


one Moment upon all the other Objects that pre- 
ſented themſelves. I believed that Day, as my 
Impatience made me judge, the Princeſs came 
much later than ſhe uſed to do; and this Delay 


being inſupportable to my Deſires, I turned my- 


ſelf divers times towards Narciſſus, to tell him 
that Artemiſa was the ſloweſt Princeſs in the 
World. At laſt ſhe came; and in my Opinion, 
all that deſerves the Style of Beautiful came with 
her into the Temple; and if the Picture which 
Artamenes gave me did ſurpaſs the former Know- 


ledge I had of her, it ſeemed to me then that the 


Picture was infinicely tranſcended by the Truth. 
In her Infancy ſhe could only have imperfect Li- 
neaments, ſuch as might found an Hope of thoſe 
Miracles the ſhould one Day be Miſtreſs of; and 

Vox. III. 3 though 
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though the Form of ber Viſage, and the Colour 
of her Hair were preſented in the Picture, yet the 
ſweet Motion of her Eyes, the Majeſty of her 
Port, and a thouſand Graces which were in her, 
could not be expteſſed by the Pencil. I no ſooner 
ſaw her appear, but my Heart knew her, and 
took its Flight towards her, and continued al- 
ways with her; yet it was not without fecling at 
firſt a Shivering and Trembling tbroughout my 
Body, which teſtified my Tranſport z and if Nar- 
ciſſus, being leſs paſſionate than myſelf, had not 

d me behind to give me warning to retire, I 
took ſo little notice of thoſe who commanded to 
make way, that I ſhould have directly oppoſed 
her Paſſage. * Ah! behold, ſaid I, within my- 
« ſelf, behold that adorable Princeſs, to whom 
© theGods and mine own Inclinations deſign me; 
© 1 diſcern her by a thouſand Marks which be- 
© ſpeak her ſo; and though mine Eyes mighe 
© have miſtaken, my Heart would have ſhewed 
© her to me amongſt all the Perſons upon Earth. 
During all the Sacrifice, having ſeated myſelf in 
a convenient Place for that Deſign, I kept my 
- Eyes fixed upon her Face, and I was ſo happy at 
this Beginning, that once ſhe turned her's upon 
me, and ſtaid them there a good while. Ab! 
* Artemiſa, ſaid I, with a Language which my 
© Looks only expreſſed, do you not know me? 
© And have you ſo far _ your former Amity, 
© that there remains no Idea of Alexander's Vi- 


* lage in your Memory? I am the very ſame 
© whom, at an Age full of Innocence, you began 
* farſt to love; the ſame whom you commanded 
© to returu one Day to you; and the ſame, who, 
by your Orders only, comes to confirm at your 
© Fect the Proteſtations he bath made you. 


Though 
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Though my Mouth was ſilent, Artemiſa might 
read this Diſcourſe in mine Eyes, if ſne had been 
ſſeſsd with the leaſt Suſpicion of the Truth: 
ut, at that time having other Thoughts, ſhe was 
only attentive to the Sacrifice till the End of it; 
and when it was finiſhed, ſhe went out of the 


Temple, and remounted into her Chariot, _— 


me the fight of her only for the Advantage o 

this firſt Day's Work ; neither did I hope for any 
more ; but retired myſelf to Narciſſus's Houſe, 
with all the Satisfaction I pretended to at my firſt 
going abroad. Then I refleted upon what I had 
ſen ; and from thence pafling to Judgment upon 
what I reſented, I found, that if Artemiſa was 
incomparably more Fair than I had imagined her 
to be, I was a thouſand times more amorous than 
I had been, or thought I poſſibly could be. About 
the end of the ſame Day, I ſaw her as ſhe walked 
abroad, and divers other times, one after another, 
I had the fame good Fortune, yet without ſpeak- 
ing to her, or * any Opportunity to do it 
conveniently. In the mean time, I accuſtomed 
myſelf to ſee her, and by that means I endeavour- 
ed to diſſipate that Fear which ordinarily ſurpriſed 
me when I ſaw ber, which I took for one of the 
greateſt Marks of my Paſſion. At laſt I was re- 
{olved to paſs over my former Difficulties ; and 
not deſiting to defer any longer what I had fo 
maturely deliberated upon, I took my time one 
Day, when, at her Departure out of the ſame 
Temple of Diana, where I ſaw her the firſt time, 
and where ſhe yiſited almoſt every Day the Vir- 
conſecrated to that Goddeſs who dwelt there, 
ſhe was walking on Foot in the fair Alleys which 
are within the Incloſure of the Temple, into 


which Acceſs was permitted to all Perſons, She 
had already taken 5 Turns, when Narciſſus, 
2 8 2 as 
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as we had agreed, drawing near to one of the 
principal Officers of her Train, with whom he 
was very well acquainted, he Rae him to pre- 
ſent me to her, and to give me the Opportunity 
to entertain her ſome Moments with a Buſineſs 
of very great Importance. This Officer very coutte- 
ouſty did ſo; and having 2 a Word to the 
Princeſs, of whom he eaſily obtained the Audi- 
ence he requited, he made a Sign to draw near. 
I did Reverence to the Princeſs atter the Mode of 
her own Country; and when, as I raiſed my 
Head to look in her Face, I ſaw her Eyes fixed 
upon mine with a ſparkling Vivacity, which 
pierced me to the bottom of my Heart: I was ſo 
ſurpriſed, that I had hardly any Aſſurance left to 
finiſh what I had begun. She went aſide from 
her Gentleman Uſher, and the Ladies which fol- 
lowed her, abour ſeven or eight Paces, to give 
me the Liberty of ſpeaking to her, without be- 
ing over-heard : And after ſhe had commanded 
me, with a great deal of Sweetneſs, to declare 
what I had to ſay to her, ſtriving againſt all the 
Fear which kept me tongue-ty'd : * Madam, ſaid 
© I, Artamenes, whole Servant I was-----She in- 
terrupted me at this Word------ © $ no more 
to me of Artamenes, ſaid ſhe, he is a Man 
who hath offended me, and you cannot fa 

any thiug to me on his Part but it will diſpleaſe 
me.“ Madam, ſaid I, if Artamenes were 
alive, I would not ſpeak to you of him, know- 
ing in his Life-time he diſpleaſed you by his 
audacious Thoughts; but ſince he is no more 
among the Living, I thought 1 might, without 
Offence, render to his Memory what he de- 
ſired of me at his Death.” © How !, anſwered 
Artemija; is Artemenes dead ?' He is, Ma- 
£ dam, reply'd 1; and, at bis Death, he com- 
1 re manded 
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manded me to aſſure you that he died without 
© any: other regret, but for having diſpleaſed you, 
and that having ſought after death as the only 
© Expiation of his fault, he received it with Joy, 
© if thereby he might obtain your Pardon for the 
fault he hath committed againſt you. 

The Princeſs, out of the goodneſs of her Na- 
ture, was moved at this Diſcourſe, and ſhewing 
ſome figns of ſadneſs in her Countenance : © Ar- 
© zamenes did offend me, ſaid ſhe, but the Re- 
ſentments I had againſt him did not extend ſo 
far as death, and his fault was of ſuch a Na- 
© tute as might have obtained its Pardon of me 
© by diſcontinuation and repentance without re- 
« quiring any greater repatarion: I have as much 
regret for his loſs as one can have for the loſs 
© of a very virtuous Man: And if I believed that 
* I had contributed any thing to it, I ſhould be 
very ſenſibly troubled at it a long Time. It 
©. would not be juſt, Madam, reply I, that you 


© ſhould find a ſubje& of Grief, where he him- 


© ſelf found his laſt comfort; and his Condition 


is much more happy in that he hath appeaſed 


by his death an indignation which made him 
hate and flye life, than if he had lived to linger 
it out in Torments which would never have 
cauſed your Compaſſion. Time would have 
© cured him, added the Princeſs, and that with 
© the aſſiſtance of Reaſon would without doubt 
© have reduced him to a more comfortable Con- 
* dition. Time and Reaſon, ' yeply'd 1, doth hard- 
ly cure evils like thoſe of Artamenes, and by 
good reaſon, Time would have wrought no ef- 
fect upon him, ſeeing that according to Reaſon 
he could not raiſe ſis Thoughts to a Subject 
© more worthy of his Adorations. try 6 
San det DZ ._ Theſe 
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Theſe Words eſcaped me with little Diſcretion, 
but I could not keep them in, in the Violence of 
that Paſſion which tranſported me, and the Prin- 
ceſs inſtead of taking my Liberty ill, took ſome 
Pleaſute in it, and baving a mind to oblige me to 
ſpeak more, after ſhe had called one of her Maids, 

e commanded me. to relate the death of Arta- 
menes: I did it in the moſt paſſionate Terms that 
poſſibly I could, and 1 took notice, that during 
my Diſcourſe, wherein the Princeſs ſeemed to take 
extraordinary delight, ſhe kept her Eyes fixed up- 
on my Countenance with a marvellous attention: 
I had hardly finiſhed, but we ſaw the King ar- 
rive, who, with a numerous Train of Courtiers 
and his Guards came to the Temple. As ſoon as 
he alighted, he went to the Princeſs his Siſter, to 
walk with her in thoſe Alleys, and at his coming 
IT went another way with Narciſſus. This was 
the firſt Time I aw the King of, Armenia; be was 
about eight and twenty Years of Ag, of a come» 


Jy Proportion, and a Mind, but of a haugh- 
ty Carriage, and a den tes which partly de- 
noted the Roughneſs of his Nature. As I had no 


deſire to make myſelf known to him, ſo I came 
not near him, but ſeeing that the Princeſs was 
engaged with him in a long Diſcourſe, I retired 
home with Narciſſus. I was ſo contented with 
this firſt Entertainment I had with Artemiſa, that 
I could not conceal my Satisfaction, and beſides 
the Beauty which the Picture, and my ancient re- 
membrance had figured to me, I found a ſweet- 
neſs in her Converſation, and ſuch rational Reſent- 
ments for the deftiny of Artamenes, that the force 
of my Paſſion was very much augmented there- 
by : Ahl without doubt, ſaid 1, ſhe is not ſo 
© cruel as Artamenes hath repreſented; her to me, 
Sand if Heaven be not mine Enemy, I hope 
© we 


by 
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© we may yet have ſome Acceſs to her; I find 
in her ſome neſs ſhe had in her youn- 
© ger Years, and if ſhe hath contracted any thing 
X is more- ſtately and venerable, tis Beauty 
and Majeſty that hath imptinted it in het 
* Countenance, and not the change of her Nature. 
In the mean time I ſought all Occaſions to be 
preſent at thoſe Places where moſt frequently ſhe 
was, as often as was poſlible, and there hardly 
paſſed a Day but I ſaw her, and was ſeen by her: 
Always at her paſſing by I cauſed her to rake ro- 
tice of me by the profound Reverence I made her, 
and ſhe being 4 and courteous, obſerved my 
Reſpects, and took them in good part. One Day 
I coming into her walk in a fair Garden which is 
without the Walls of Artaxata, and rendring het 
the accuſtomed Salutation at her paſſing by, the 
ſent for me by one of her Maids, named Leucippe, 
who had been with her at Alexandria during all 


the time ſlie had continued priſoner there. I went 


to her, being uncertain what the Princeſs deſired 
of me, and when. I was come near her: Of 
* what Country are you, ſaid ſhe, and ho lon 
© have you been in Artamenes his Service > 
am an Egyptian, Madam, anſwered I, born in 
© the City of Alexandria, and ſerved Artamenes 
© only in the laſt War where.he died. It muſt 
© needs be, adiled the Princeſs, that he obſerved 
* a great deal of Diſcretion and Fidelity in you, 
* ſerving in ſo ſmall a time he repoſed ſo great 
a Confidenceinyou. It was by my good Fortune, 
© reply'd I, that I gained his Affection, and he had 
© not as yet found any ocrafion to make tryal of 
© my Fidelity. Well, Leucippe, ſaid Artemiſa, 
© turning ber to her Maid, both by the Eyes, and 


© the whole air of the Face, and the very tone of 
che voice, is it not the very ſame thing ? 1 find 
, D 4 « no 
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* no difference, Madam, reply'd Leucippe, but 
© what eight or nine'Years time might well oc- 
* calion.” Then they talked privately together a 
while, and a little after the Princeſs turning to- 
wards me: In what Condition are you, ſaid ſhe, 
and ſince the Death of Artamenes, to what other 
* Maſter are you engaged? Since the loſs of fo 
. 1 reply d I, I have not engaged my- 
« ſelf to any Body, and I ſhall hardly find elſe- 
© where any Condition like to that I have loſt. If 
© you will continue in my Service, anſwered Ar- 
© temiſa,. the good Qualities which I imagine to 
© be. in you will make way for you.“ I was fo 
joyful at this - Propoſition, that not being able to 
diſſemble my Contentment, I threw myſelf at Ar- 
temiſa's Feet, and kiſſing the hem of her Robe 
with an Action full of Reſpect: * Madam, ſaid I, 
© I receive the Favour you do me as the greateſt 
© I could have deſired of the Gods, aud I proteſt 
to you before them, that amongſt all your an- 
« cient Servants you ſhall never find ſo much 
*-Zeal and Fidelity as in him whom you receive 
© this Day into your Service. The bn. Rh 
I was retained in this manner in 'Artemiſa's 
Houſe, aud from that Day was placed amongſt 
a number of young Men nobly deſcended, to 
whom ſhe allowed Penſions, without obliging 
them to any other Service, but only to be oxdi - 
narily near her Perſon, and receive her Com- 
mands as occaſions preſented themſelves. You 
ſee how in theſe beginnings Fortune was favour- 
able to. me, and whether I could deſite a more 
happy introduction to my deſigns: I ſaw myſelf 
now at Liberty to ſee the Princeſs almoſt every 
hour in the Day, aud except it were at thoſe 
hours when het Women were ouly with her, there 
was no time but we were permitted * 
£4 Ba Sc cc 
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ceſs to her: Von need not ask me whether I 
were one of the moſt aſſiduous in her Service; 
you may well judge, that acting upon another 
Conſideration than thoſe did, who were retained 
by the baſe Hope of a Salary, my Services had ano 
ther kind of appearance, and my Actions, baving 
another aim, had likewiſe a very different grace. 
I ſeized upon the very leaſt Opportunities of plea- | 
fing her, with'a zeal which might eaſily be ob- 
ſerved by her, and if I ſaw myſelf out- ſttipt by 
any of my Companions, I had no repoſe till up- 
on ſome othet occafions I had the means to re- 
pair my deficiency. The Princeſs who perceived 
it, took an Affection to me-above all the reſt, 
and having otherwiſe a Diſpoſition to wiſh me 
better than they, the often · times expreſſed to me 
that ſhe had an higher eſteem of my Services 
than of theirs. I continued at the Palace all the 
Day, and at Night I retired to my Lodging, where 
my two Squires and cargo. i Although I 
laid hold of all oecaſions of ſeeing the Princeſs as 
often as I could, yet I avoided as much as I could 
all great Companies, and the preſence of thoſe 
who might have ſeen me at Rome; and when any 


zof them came into the Place where I was, 1 


gor ftom them, I turned my Head another way, 
or laid my Hand upon my Face, and being aſſiſt - 
ed otherwiſe with the ſmall appearance there was 
that I thould come into that Place, and in that 
Condition, I kept myſelf concealed with facility 


enough; yet one Evening in the Princeſs's Cham- 


ber the King taking notice of my Face, which 
he had oſteu ſeen before, without informing him- 
ſelf of me, and underſtanding by them of whom 
he enquired, that I was in the Princeſs bisSiſter's 
Service: He addreſſed himſelf ro ber, and asked 
her in my preſence, what Countryman I was, 
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and how long I had ſerved her? Artemiſa hav- 
ing anſwered bim that I had been two months 
with her, and that I was an Egyptian born in 
the City of Alexandria: All that come out of 
© that Country, ſaid the King, rubbing bis Eye- 
© brow, are ſo odious to. me, that if you bad 
* taken my Counſel you fhould never have receiy- 
© ed this Man into your Service. He is very in- 
nocent, reply'd Artemiſa, of the Diſpleaſure 
we have received in his Country, and I hope 
he will prove no leſs faithful to us, than if he 
© had been born in Artaxata. 1 gave no Anſwer 
to the King's Diſcourſe, ſeeing with how much 
goodneſs the Princeſs took my Part, and beſides 
he took no farther notice of me, but without con- 
tinuing any longer in that Diſcourſe, he turned 
his looks and his thoughts another way. In the 


- mean time, by the fight of my Princeſs my love 


xeceived continual increaſe; and if on the one fide 
I received great 1 on _ other fide 4 
was eternally torment my impatience ani 
Fears; 1 auth with a defire of diſcovering my- 
felf, and ſeeking out the true enjoyments inſtead 
of the ſmall appearances of happineſs, which till 
then had contented me, and I died with fear, leſt 
in ſeeking a greater Fortune, that which I then 
ſleſſed thould be taken from me; and if I ſhould 
Artemiſa know that I was the Son of Cleo- 
patra, I might find the ſame Reſentments in her 
that were in her Brother. *' 
© Ah! Alexander, ſaid I, what good doth it 
do to thee to flatter thyſelf with -a ſhadow ef 
« falſe Pleaſure, if the Realities be denied thee, 
and what happineſs doeſt thou find in enjoyi 
only the fight. of Artemiſa, when the w 
* Armenian Court doth the like? If Artemiſa be 
ignorant that thou adoreſt her, if r 
P that 
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Called to mind what ſhe 
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© that thou art Alexander, tis not impoſſible that 
© ſhe the very ſame who now receives thy Ser- 
© vices with teſtimonies of Acknowledgment, and 
* endures thy Perſon, with divers Expreſſions of 
2 neſs, will abhor both thy Services and thy 
* Perſon, when ſhe ſhall know thee to be the 
Son of Anthony.” This Thought touched me 
ſometimes ſo ſenſibly, that the marks of my cruel 
Inquietude appeared in my Viſage, and I loſt for 
divers Days the pleaſure I was wont to receive 
from that happineſs which was granted me, At 
other Times when I was in Artemiſa's Preſence, 
looking upon her with ſuch an Action which 
might diſcover a Part of the truth to her: © Ah! 
© forgetful Artemiſa! ſaid J, is it poſlible that 
< can ſee Alexander ſo long and not know 
* him? He to whom you gave your firſt Affecti- 
on, to hom you promiſed that you would, re- 
member him eternally > and yet he whom you 
* commanded to come one Day to you is now 
in your preſence, appears every hour before your 
Eyes, and hath lived divers Months in your 
Service. If according to your Promiſe you had 
0 porkeved any Place for him in your Memory, 
© his Face woyld not be ſtrange to you, and a 
© little Affection would eaſily remove the cloud 
* which hinders you from diſcerning him. Though

It was 
likely that we ſhould have had more Diſcourſe to 
this Purpoſe, if the Princeſs had not ſeen divers 
Ladies approach, for whoſe Entertainment ſhe 
was obliged to quit mine; the went ſome Steps 
forward to meet them, and I retir'd another way, 
to meditate upon the Adventure which had ſo late- 
ly befallen me, and the Hopes it made me con- 
ceive. I was ſo ſatisfied to ſee, that not only Ar- 
temiſa did not hate Alexander, but that ſhe her-

Lucius Cepio, one of the moſt noble Knights 
of Rome, but the moſt inconſiderate and imptu- 
dear Man in the World, having been baniſhed” 
from Rome a little before, and retiring himſelf in- 
to ſome of the Afratick Provinces, was come to

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Arta xata, the Evening before, without my know- 
ing of it; he had already ſaluted the King, and 
was going to wait upon him in the Garden where 
he was then walking; when by chance he met 
me in the Coutt of the Palace grtended by my

three Servants, aud ſome other Friends that I had 
acquired in that Court under the Name of Alcip- 
. Cepio no ſooner ſaw me, but he preſemily 

new me, and having no Diſcretion himſelf, nor 
wa Knowledge of my Affairs, running immedi- 
ately to me with an inconſiderate Action, 0 
© Gods! cry'd he, what Adventure is this, to fad 
© the Prince Alexander, to find the Son of An- 
* tbony in Artaxata! All the Court, as ordina- 
rily it is, was full of Perſons that walked there; 
and they had no ſooner ſeen the Action, and heard 
the Acclama: ion of Cepio, but they all drew neat: 
us out of a Deſire to ſearn ſome News. lu the 
mean time, I was ſurprized, that I could make 
Cepio no Reply ; and ſome Perſons who came in 
with him, telling him that he was deceived, and 
that I could. not poſſibly be the Man he _ 
me to be: What, ſ be to them, do you be- 


lieve that I do not know Alexanter, that I do- 


© not know the Son of Anthony and Cleopatre, 
© whom I have ſeen brought up from his Cradle, 
© boron; whoſe Abſence | 3 
« chickeſt Per the Empire in di ſquiet 

With rheſe 3 10 ſalute me, 
and I was ſo aſtoni ſhed at this Diſcourſe, aud te- 
ceived his Salutation without replying; one Word ;. 


beſides my Silence, the changing of my Counte- 


nance betrayed me; and there appeared at firſt ſo 
much Trouble therein, that all the Perſons who 
took notice of it, did not doubt but that Cepio had 
fpoken the Truth. There were divers Perſons 


/ 
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Miſcbief than to Goodneſs) which ran to the King 
to carry him this News, and he was informed 
from ſeyeral Months at the ſame Time, that Aleip- 
pus, one of the Prince(s's Domeſticks, was Prince / 
Alexander, the Son of 4nthony and Cleopatra, 
Artaxus being ſurptized at this diſcourſe, though 
he gave but little Credit to it, ſent Part of his Guard, 
commanding them to bring me into his Preſence, 
and Cepio, who had diſcovered me, along with me. 
When they came to me, I began to recover a little 
out of the Aſtouiſhment whereinto this Adven- 
venture had caſt me; and when they commanded 
me to follow them, aud go to the King along wich 
them, 1 laid my Hand upon the Halt of my 
Sword; but ſeeing myſelf alone, and invirond 
with ſuch a great Number of armed Men, I knew 
Oro that my Reſiſtance would be to no Pur 
poſe; and ſo yielding to my Fortune, I went back 
into the Garden with them, and marebed towards 
the King, who being fall of Impatience at ſuch 
an Accident, came to moet me. Cepro beginning 
then to underſtand ' the Fault he had committed, 
was ſorry for it, and would have made his Apo- 
logy to me, which, inſtead of making ſome, Re- 
paration, quite ſpoiled all. I came before Arta - 
#5, and the Princeſs his Siſter, who! was then pre» ' 
ſent with him; but if in the Coumenance af the 
Brothet I ſaw Indignation painted out to the Liſe, 
I beheld in the Siſter᷑ s Face ſo many Sigus of Aſto- 
niſiment and Grief, that at this Object of Diſ- 
pleaſure my Courage almoſt failed mme. 
Arta rus having divers times ſurveytd me from 
Head to Foot, Is it true, ſaith we mage ate 
* the Son of Ancheny? 1 continued t fitſt unte- 
folved what Anſwer 1 ſhould make him, endea- 
vouting to read in the Countenance of the Prin- 
eels; what her: Intention was; and a” \ 
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while the King turning himſelf towards C * 


with a chteatning Action, demanded of him if 
were not the Son of Cleopatra? The imprudent 


Cepio, 1 ſorry for his Fault, and courage- 
ous even to the Exceſs of Raſhneſs, yet being aſto- 
niſhed at the Adventure, knew not what to reply, 
and therefore I ſaved him the Labour; I was atha- 
med that out of ſome Appearance of Fear I had 
refuſed to ſpeak the Truth at the firſt asking; and 
doubting that it might be drawn out of Cepio's 
Mouth, I deſired to prevent, and did believe that 
I ought not to conceal my Birth upon any Conſi- 
deration whatſoever. Upon theſe Thoughts, look- 
ing upon the King with an aſſured Countenance: 
Ask not, Cepio, ſaid I, that which I am ready 
© to-confefy to you; my Birth is too noble to be

and I am the Son of Anthony and Cleopatra. 


: Artaxus ſtept back a few Paces atthis Diſcourſe, 


beholding-me with Eyes enflamed with Fury, and 
after that, lifting them up on a ſudden towatds- 
Heaven: O Artibaſus, cry'd be, O deplorable 
© -Fathet of a Son, who was too weak to give thee 
© Succour: If hitherto: thy Manes have been unſa- 
© tisfied with my Cares, and if I have not been 


able to apeaſe them by Part of that hateful Blood, 
© behold-me now in a Condition to facrifice to 
< thee, the moſt agreeable and moſt juſt Victim 
that could ever be affotded to thee:*- And after- - 
wards turning bimfelf towards me with an Acti- 
on full of Terrokr,' I am ſorry, ſaid be, that 


© thou haſt but one Life to ſacrifice; and if the 
Gods had beſtowed more upon thee, I might 


* make à more agreeable Sacrifice of them to the 
© Soul of a King, whom againſt all manner of} 
Right tby Parents put to à cruel Death; ſince 


been the Will of Heaven that the cruel:

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Executioners of the greateſt King of Aa ſhou d 
2 my Vengeance, but not from that of the 
27 „ who have brought them to an End ſui- 
< table to their Crimes, and will take ſuch ast 
< pleaſe to ſend me, and will make ſuch an Exam 
a ple of thee, as all the World ſhall take notice of. 
Arta xus ſpake in this Manner, but I was not 
at all intimidated by his Threatnings, and with- 
out being troubled, :© I reply'd, Artexas, I will 
not juſtify noi excuſe my Parents Actions before 
© thee; if they cauſed thy Father's Death, tis poſ- 
a ble they were induced to it by ſome lawful Oc- 
caſion: Thou knowelt I was then of an Age 
that was capable to take little Cognizance of it: 
- < Bur if, notwithſtanding I was abſolutely inno- 
© cent of the Diſpleaſure done thee, thou findeft 


© in me any Matter to ſatiate thy Reſcntments, 


© follow the Motions wherewiththey inſpire thee, 
and do not expect that I ſhould beg thee to re- 
flect upon the Birth of a Man who is not born 
thy Infetior, or upon the Viciſſitudes of For- 
tune, which may yet throw thee into the Power 
olf my Relations, as I am fallen into thine.” 
Neither the Conſideration of his Birth, anſwer- 
ed Artaxus, nor of the Inconſtancy of Fortune 


to which Cleopatra herſelf was ſhonly after ex- 


© poſed, could guard my Father from her Cruel- 
ty and when ſhe took off his Head by the Hand 
ol an Executioner, ſhe had not the Dearth of a 
Father to revenge as I have, nor the leaſt Occa- 
ſion to violate upon. his Account what is due to 
© the Perſons of Kings. When upon fo juſt a Mo- 
tive of Revenge, I ſhall do what ſhe did out of 
a haſe Deſire to oblige the King of the Medes; 
no Perſon will blame me, and thou art not in- 
nocent, becauſe thou art the Son of the Murde- 


ders of my Father. But to this Reaſon which 
N . 
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might give thee. a thouſand Deaths, thou haſt 
$ added another, by continuing diſguiſed as thou 
<,;/baſt done in my Dominions; thou couldeſt not 
#. not have continued concealed and unknown, as 
thou haſt done in the Court, and near the Per- 
* of thine Enemy, upon any Motive. Tell 
© us the Occaſion of this brave Deſign, and do 
not hide from us a Truth that we ſhall force 
cout of thy Mouth, if thou doſt not make a vo- 
< luntary Confeſſion of it. I value thy Pow- 
ex too little, rend d J, to content thy Curioſity 
.</dutiof Frar of chy Menaces; and though the 


Occaſion which hath brought me into thy Do- 


4 minions, hath Glory enough in it to juſtify it 
to the World, thou ſhalt be the laſt to whom 1 
ill make Confeſſion of it. Young Man, re- 
© ply'd the King with a Smile full of Sharpneſs, 


ue ſhall: ſee if this Reſolution will accompany 


e thee to the laſt.” And then turning himſelf to- 
+ Wards the Princeſs his Siſter: who had hearken- 
dei to cur Dialogue more like a dead than a liv- 
ing Perſon, and by the divers changes of her 
'< Countenance, expreſſed a Patt of her Thoughts : 
Madam, ſaid be, this Egyptian was not un- 
+ known to you, whom 1 ſuſpected at the firſt 
Sight, and whoſe Part you took ſo earneſtly.” If 
-© be had been known to me, anſwered thePrinceſs, 
-* 1ſhould not have permitted him to continue 
:<\fo:long fo. near an Eneinx, whoſe Inclinations 
was acquainted. with.“ If your's, repH'd the 
+ King, were ſuch as they ought to be, you would 
have a Reſentment equal to mine againſt the 
Murderers of the King your Father; but you 
ſuſſiciently diſcover to me by your Countenance, 
your Diſcoutſe and your paſt Actions, that in- 
ſtead of a juſt Enemy, as you ought to be, 
Aleaander hath found you a Perſoii more Affec- 
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< tionate than your Duty did permit : Tis you alone, 
« without doubt, chat have retained him with you; 
„and this Intelligence you held with him is the 
Effect of that Amity you contracted with him 
© whilſt yout Bather's Head was cutting off. 
Theſe Words ſenſibly touched the Princeſs 

but ſhe having a Courage chat could hardly dif- 
ſemble her Thoughts, and belicving it a Baſeneſs 
upon this Occaſion. abſolutely to deny them, made 
no Difficulty in part to diſcover them, and look- 
ing upon the King with a Countenance void of 
Tear: I have contracted no Amity with Alexan- 
© ger, anſwered ſhe, wherewith 1 may fear to be 
©reproached ; and I call the Gods to witneſs, that 
during his Continuance with me, I knew him 
for no other than Alcippus: But when I knew 
© him to be Alexander, the Refenrments which 
© ate common to us both againſt the Culpable 

© were not extended to the Innocent; and if upon 


my Account he hath 5 ack bimſelf to the 


Danger wheteinto he is fallen, next to my Ho- 
nout I have nothing ſo dear that I would not 
have given to fave him from it. Wer 
Arta vus became almoſt mad at this Diſcourſe 
of the Princeſs, and not being able to diſſemble 
his Rage, Madam, ſaid be, ſince you are ſo 
<-pitifu to your Enemies, you ſhall have Matter 
enough ſhortly to exerciſe your Compaſſion.” 
© Carry him to Priſon, continued be, turnin 
© bimfetf towards the principal Officers of bis 
© Guards, whom be called by their Names, and 
© upon Pain of your Lives ſee that he be kept la- 
den with Irons, till by a publick Spectacle T 
make all Armenia ſee their King's Reyenge. 
I did not vouchſaſe a Reply totheſe cruel Words 
of the Armenian, and only caſting a Look 17 90 
Artemiſe, wheteby 1 declated as much a8 po * 
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Icould, that I died for her without Repugnance; 
I marched in the Middle of the Guards that envi- 
toned me, towards the Priſon whither they con- 
ducted me. Thus, as you ſee, I paſſed from Fe- 
Iicity to Danger in an Inſtant; and that ſupream 
Happineſs to which Artemiſa ſome Moments be- 
fore had advanced me, ought to be counter-bal- 
lanced by ſome Misfortune ; my Projects hither- 
to had been crowned with too proſperous Succeſs, 
and this too great a Calm was without doubt the 
Preſage of a Ns Temper... cn 
I 'was, according to the Intention of Artaxys, 
really conducted into the common Priſon, and 
not into thoſe Places of Reſtraint for the Cuſtody 
of Princes, or any Perſans of a conſiderable Con- 
dition ; And though out of the Reſpe& or Pity 
of thoſe who had the Command to do it, I was 
not loaden with Irons as he had ordered, yet I 
was kept under fo ſevete and ſtrict a Guard, that 
all my Liberty had no greater Extent, than the Li- ON 
mics of a Chamber ſtrongly grated with Iron; 
my two Squires came preſently to ſerve me in my N 
Impriſonment, but Narciſſus kept himſelf cloſe, a 
boch becauſe he was an Armenian, and ſo would s 
have been worſe uſed than Servants that were 
Strangers, and alſo becauſe being at Liberty he 
continued in a Condition to do me greater Ser- 
vices, than if he had been in Priſon with me. 
© I know not well, generous Cleomedon, how to 
expreſs to you what my Thoughts were at that 
Time; the Fear of Death did not much intimi- 
date me, and Heaven had given me Cour 
enough to meet it in all its moſt horrible Appear- 
ances; but having at that Time no Misfortunes 
in my Life, which might make me hate it; and 
on the contrary. having ſeen myſelf a few. Mo- 
e eee 
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Conſolation in that Though 


faireſt Hopes in the World, I could not be de- 
prived of them ſo. ſuddenly without Regrer, nor 


change the Favours of Artemiſa for a common 


Priſon, from whence, accord ing to Artexus's 
Threatniugs, I could not hope to come but only 


to my Death. Being young as I was, and in a 


flouriſhing Condition of Life, theſe Thoughts were 
hard of Digeſtion, and I could not think that 


poſſibly within a few Days I ſhould loſe my Head 


in publick, and draw the People of Armenia to 


the Spectacle of my Death, without loſing ſome 


Part of my „and yielding to ſomething 
that ſavoured of Youth, and the Infirmity of Na- 
ture: But again, when I reflected upon the Cauſe 
for which I ſuffered, and that I came to thiuk 
that it was for Artemiſa's ſake only that I ſaw 
myſelf expoſed: to this Danger; I found a ſweer 
t: I would ſuffer more 
ye for Artemiſa, ſaid I, if it were poſhble, and 


| ought to be indifferent to me which way I patt 


with my Life for her, which I have given her 


without Conditioa. 


But if I were ſenſible of Grief which was almoſt 
entirely grounded upon the Regret I had to quit 
Artemiſa, the Princeſs, as I have been informed 


ſince, was ſo much afflicted at my. Misfortune, 


that ſhe could hardly beat it with any Moderati- 
on: She loved me before this Diſgrace, as well out 
of a Remembtance of our former Affections which 


continued deeply engraved in her Mind, as out of 


an Acknowledgment which ſhe believed was due 


to what I had undertaken for her; but after the 
Arrival of this unlucky Accident, and that ſhe ſaw . 


me fallen into great Danger upon her Occaſion, 
the moderate Affection ſhe had for me before was 
changed into à violent Paſſion; and as ihe natural- 


-ly had as generous Inclinations as any Petſon in 
\ Vor. I I, F FOR thre 
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the World, ſo ſhe believed herſelf obliged, not 
only to love me better than before, and 10 enga 

all her Credit for my — but to periſh herlelt, 
if ſhe could not divert my Deſtruction. No, Ley- 
< cippe, ſaid ſhe, to that faithful Truſtee of her moſt 
« ſecret Thoughts, I make no Difficulty to confeſs 
© before thee, and will confeſs before: the whole 
World, if need be, that now I love Alexander 
* more than myſelf, and that Artaxus could not 


'£ redouble the Affection had for him with more 


Violence, than by the Effects of his Cruelty , 
one Hour of Impriſonment, one Moment of 
< Danger, hath gained more for Alexander, upon 
my Spirit, than a Year of Service could have 
© done; and 1 cannot think that he is in Priſon 
for love of me, and that for my Love only he 
is poſſibly upon the point to ſatiate the Rage of 
his Enemy, without acknowledging, by be- 
ſtowing my Heart upon him, that I cannot pay 
bim ſo much as a Part of what Iowe him. Let us 
< diſpoſe ourſelves therefore to render him a Part 
© of what he hath done for us; let us not permit 
© otirſelves to be reptoached; that, after we had 


d tan him into Danger by our former Amity, 


and the Command we laid upon him in our In- 
© fancy, we have baſely and ungtatefully aban- 
© doned him; let us try all manner of Ways for 
his Safety, and if they be all unſucceſsful, let us 
<. periſh courageouſſy with him, and not dieam of 
living without him, ſeeing we are not permut- 


' -© ted to live with him as he had reſolved. © 


Upon this Deſign the began 10 ſer all manner 
of Engines at Work for my Safety; and the firſt 
thing ſhe did, was to ſend her moſt faithful Ser- 
- Yantspoſt to advertize Auguſiurof my Misfortune, 


and to intcreſt 'Ofavie, Marcellus, and all my 
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cauſe they were. uncertain which way to take, be- 
cauſe of a Rumour that had paſſed ſome Days for 
Current, that Auguſtus was departed from Rome 
to make his Progreſs through the Provinces of 
Aa, which are under the Obedience of our Em» 
pite, the ſent divers Perſons ſeveral Ways with 
the like Commiſſion; but this way to {aye me 
was too long, by reaſon of the they made 
to frame my Proceſs ; and the Princeſs deſiring to 
eſſay all other Means, gained with all the Addl 
ſhe could poſſibly, all rboſe of the Armenian 
Court, that had the moſt Power over the King's 
Inclinations, to oblige them to ſweeten him, and 
divert, him from the fatal Defy he had againſt 
me. She endeavoured moſt of all to gain thoſe 
who had the Charge of guarding me, working 
this Effect by her Cateſſes to the chief of them, 
and her Preſents to thoſe of inferior Condition. 
In all theſe Buſineſſes ſhe-made ule of the Addreſs 
| and the Fidelity of Narciſſus, whom ſhe had 
known a long time; and though he kept himſelf 
concealed Part of the Day, yer when he was in 
leſs Danger of being diſcovered, he employ d him- 
ſelf in thoſe. Commiſſions ſhe gave him, with 
1 wonderful Cate and Affection. | 
In the mean time, Artaxus reſolved, or rather 
continued in the Reſolution he had already taken 
to put me to Death; and beſides, his Will was to 
add an Ignominy to the Puniſhment, and to make 
the Head of Cleopatra's Son to be publickly cut off 
by the Hand of the Executioner, as by the Com- 
mand of that Queen, Artibaſus had received the 
like, 1 little di Ulage in Alexandria. He 
propoſed his Deſigu to ſome Perſons of his 
Council, not to govern himſelf by their Advice, 
hut to acquaint them with his Will. The greateſt 


Part of his Counſellors, either out of a Repugnance 
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which they really had againſt his Cruelty, or out 
of Reſpect of Artemiſa, who had ſollicited them 
before in my Bebalf, and endeavoured to divert 
him from this Reſolution, and repreſented to him, 
that he would render himſelf odious to all the 
World by ſhedding innocent Blood, and putting 
to death one of the greateſt Princes of the Univerſe 
for another's Fauk; that he would put bimſelf in 
Danger to draw upon him many powerful Ene- 
mies, and in particular, Auguſtus, who, as they 

were informed, loved me and ſupported me no leſs 
than thoſe who were neareſt to him; that he ought 
not to be too haſty in an Action of this Impor- 
23 which, without doubt, would cauſe a 
we and unprofitable Repentance. They uſed ma- 
ny mote Arguments beſides, capable to divert him 
from his Deſign, if he had beard them without 
Paſſion: But he could hardly endure the Diſcourſe, 
and looking with an evil Eye upon thoſe who ut- 
tered 'it, There mult be, ſaid be, other Perſua- 
* fions than your's, to make me change my Reſo- 
5 lotion, and all the Confiderations*upon Earth 
will ſcarcely be able to do it. The judgments 
© of my Neighbours, and of all the World beſides, 
© are all of {mall Importance to me, ſo I ſatisſy 
* myſelf, and they who ſhall underſtand that [ 

* have we 1 hoeyd cruel Injury done to our Fa- 
mil the Blood of Anthony's Son, and ap- 
« peaſed my Father's Ghoſt; which ſtill cries out 
© againſt his Murderers ; they will find leſs Cru- 
«'eky in that Action, than Pity and Reſpect to 
© the Memory of my Father. Augu/ins himſelf 
cannot but approve of it, when he calls t6 mind 
that Artibaſus was bis Ally, and that it was 
5 partly for his Intereſts that his Enemies put him 
to death; and becauſe the Sollicitations of Ale x- 
* ander's K indred may poſſibly oblige him to i 
DA 32 tercede 
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teroede fot his Safety, by the, Speedineſs of the 
Execntion, I will prevent the Requeſt. he may 
make upon that Account, and will not put my» 
* ſelf in, Danger, either to diſoblige Cæſur, by 
* refuſing. what he ſhall demand, ot grant him a 
c Thing which no Power but his, nor poſſibly

In theſe Terms he declared his Intention, and 
the mean while, to render himſelf che leſs odious

not the Liberty to go out; and Narciſſus, who 


without had not Permiſſion to ſee me, neither 
did he date to appeat there for ſear of being ſur- 
prized, and ſo made unſerviceable to me. Being 
ignorant as I was of all that paſſed, I knew not 
yet whether L ought to complain of Artemiſa or 
commend her, and 1 had fo little Confidence in, 
and: Acquaintance with thoſe that guarded me, 
thar I would never ask them any thing upon thas 
Account. 

One Day having ſome Thoughts that I was 
not beloved by Artemiſa, and being more- ſad 
than ordinary, the Gods ſent me ſome Comfort, 
and one of my Keepers coming near the Bed where- 
upon I then . and feigning to ſtoop down to 
take up ſomething that he had let fall on purpoſe: 
© Sir, ſaid he to me ſoftly, confide in me, if you

With theſe 


Words he ſtreiched forth his Arm a little, and let

The 
Acknowledgment only due to ſo great a Goodneſs 
might have produced puiſſant Effects in a Soul 
ptepoſſeſſed but with a flight Paſſion, bat in mine 
that was all on fire, and inflamed with Love, this 
knowledge could not find Place, without bring- 
ing a Satisfaction along with it, that made me 
cheriſh my pains, and rendred me more glorious 
in my Impriſonment and Sufferings, than other 
Perſons would have been in the moſt ſublime and 
Hlaſtrious Fortune.

After I bad written this Letter, I cloſed it, 
without folding it up, as if it had been ſome 
other ching, and in the evening, when no Body 
could dream of it, I delivered it to my Keeper 
almoſt in the ſame faſhion as I bad received mine, 
and with a Jewel of good value to oblige him to 
perſevere in his good Offices: By his means 1 re- 
ceived ſome other Letters, which afforded me 
all the Conſolation in my Diſpleaſutes that I could 
deſite; but it was impoſſible for me to have a 
ſight of the Princeſs, though the expreſſed a: 
great Deſire of it on her Part; and the two Com- 
. manders, to whole cuſtody I was committed, be- 
ing ſtern and inexorable Men, executed their Ma- 
ſter's Will with ſuch a Severity, as they could * 
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be taken off from, by any intreaty or conſide- 


ration whatſoever. n 
One Day having ſome talk with the more bru» 
tiſh of the two, who was called Eurilochus, after 
fome Diſcoutſe, wherein he had fufficiently diſco- 
vered his rude and ſavage Humour to me: I 
© know not, ſaid I, why the King ſpins out the 
time of my Impriſonment ſo long, I think be 
© might do well to give me ſpeedily either death 
ot Liberty. As for Liberty, reply'd Eurilochus, 
©. I believe you have no cauſe to hope for it, and 
© as for death, I ſhould: think you might wait 
bis leiſure, who hath the Power over your Life. 
This uncivil aud cruel Anſwer provoking me 
againſt him who gave it me: © Artaxus hath 
© this Power, anſwered I, becauſe I have given 
* it him myſelf, and if I had preferred my Life 
© before what I ſought for in · his Dominions, both 
< he, and all Armenia beſides, had been too weak to. 
reduce the Son of Anthony under his Power, 
© who had often- ſeen as high born Ptinces as

Him, to oppoſe my Liberty, and if it pleaſe the 
Gods that we were in another Condition, aſſure

Eurilocbus, though he was in a Condition E. to 
car 
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fear my threatnings, looked pale at this Diſcourſe, 
and ſeeing ſomething in my Face which in ſpight 
of the Condition wherein I then was, forced him 
to ſome reſpect, be held down his Head, and turu- 
ed himſelf another way without tepl x. 
After that Day, 1 had no more Converſation 
either with him or his Companion, but I enter- 
tained myſelf only with my two faithful Ser- 
vants, who were acquainted with the whole Se- 
cret of my Life, and ſometimes, when I could. 
by ſtealth, with the Keeper, that brought me che 
Princeſs's Letters. er ente 
In fine, after ſome ſcurvy Formalities that Ar- 
zaxus made uſe of in his Proceedings, by his 
cruel Orders, I was condemned to loſe my Head 
upon a Scaffold in the gteat Place of Artaxata. 
The Rumour of it preſently ſptead itſelf through 
the whole City, but I'afſure myſelf, that the moſt 
pitileſs of the Inhabitants did not approve that 
Cruelty. Cepio, by whoſe imprudence I was re- 
duced to this Condition, who ſince that time had 
not ſtirred from Artaxata, was one of the firſt 
that heard that News: He almoſt died with Grief, 
when be conſidered himſelf as the cauſe of my 
Misfortune, and the ouly cauſe of his ſtay im the 
Armenien Court, was to ſeek fome Occaſion to 
make ſome Reparation for his Fault he had 
committed.

She ſpake ſome: other Werds 
beſides ; after which, having employ d all the xeſt 
of the Day almoſt in ſeeking. upprofitably for 
ſome Expedients for my Aſſiſtance, at laſt ſhe 
abandon d herſelf io deſperate Reſolutions 
All this while I was in Priſon; where, about 


che end of the Pay, my Sentence was pronounced 
ro me, and I was advertiſed to prepare myſelf for 


Death. I be terrible Countenances of thoſe that 
brought me this News,. could not  refraiu- from 
ſhe wing ſome Signs of Compaſſion; and, accord- 
Mun | ing 
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ing to their Report, they ſound ſomething extra- 
ordinary in * Face, which made them regtet 
my Deſtiny. I will not tell you, that I teceryed 
this ſad Intelligence without being troubled at it; . 
and whatſoeyer' Courage Heaven beſtows upon a 
Man, when his- Mind is not prepoſſeſs'd with De- 
ſpair; it is a difficult thing for him to endure the 
Face of an horrible and ſhameful Death, without 
Aſtoniſhment and Trouble, I was young, and 
more happy in the Affection of Ariemiſa, than 1 
had'Cotfidence to wiſh, and in a likelikocd to 
improve my Life to the beſt Advahtages. Theſe 
Reaſons, without doubt, made me find Death of 
a more hard Digeſtion; than uſually it is to thoſe 
whoſe Misfoftunes ſmooth the Face of it. I con- 
feſs I was troubled, and that I had a Combat 
with Nature; wherein Reaſon at firſt did not 
prevail without ſome Difficulty, and I could not 
diſpoſe myſelf without Regret to abandon my 
Hopes: But yet, after I had yielded a little to hu. 
man Ftailty, I was ſoonet᷑ reſolved than ma 
Perſons very timotrous would have been; and at 
laſt T made uſe of my Courage, to let my Ene- 
mies know, that all the Ill they could do me, was 
not capable to caſt me dowu.

he was accuſtomed to ute, preſented me with the 
laſt, which ſhe had written an Hour before, and 
with the Letter he gave me a little Veſſel wrapt 
up iu a Paper. The little Neceſſiiy 1 had at that 
Time to diſſemble my Affairs, made me preſent- 
ly open the Letter; and at the fight of thoſe dear 
Characters, which I immediately kiſſed, not be-

It was much eaſier for me to deliver this Letter, 
zo my Keeper than at nn

Squites, and commanded them to give Narciſſus 
4 Share, and to ſignify to him how ſenſible I 
was of his Fidelity): But they melted into Tears 
at this Diſcourſe, and made it appear to me by 
their Actions, that they were in a bad Capacity 
to take notice of the Orders I gave them. There 
was nothing in the Priſon but Horror and dread- 
ful Silence; and the Fang Part of the 75 
being paſt, a little before Day I called to Tidews 
for 15 Poiſon 1 had given him, which he had 
already prepared for me in a Potion. Tideus 
made ſome Difficulty at the firſt to do it, tel- 
ling me I ought not to take it but in caſe of

orms, did not permit me to ſſeep; and though 
poſſibly I ſhould not ſo much have feared its Ap- 
proach, if it had been preſented to me in a Battle, 
or upon ſome Occaſion where I might have diſpu- 
ted ic with my Arms, or received it with Glory; 

et I could not think that Within a few Hours, 
in the Sight of the People of Armenia, I ſhould 
loſe my Head 2 a.

At Day- break, the Place where I was to die was 
full of Company, all the, Windows were taken 
up, and the People of Armenia accounting it a 
very extraordinary Thing, to ſee the Son of An- 
thony die in publick, ran together in Heaps to 
be preſent at that Action. My Enemies, to give 
ſome Formaliry of Honour to-my Birth, had cau- 
ſed the Door of wy Priſon, the Scaffold where I 
was 0 loſe mY , Aud ans e here 
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I was to paſs, to be hung with black. I had al 
ready taken all the Reſolution that was neceſſary 
for me to go to die, without ſhew ing any Tokens 
of Weakneſs; and in Expectation of my laſt Hour, 
I paſſed the n 
patience. At laſt it came, to hold you no lon- 
ger in ſuſpenſe, and the cruel Miniſters of Ar- 
taxus came to conduct me to my Death; Euri- 
lochus and Elpenor, the two Chief of thoſe chat 
us me, were in the head of them, and I 
w them no ſooner appear, but advancing to- 
wards them: *” Behold the Day, ſaid. 1, that 
© frees me from your Cruelties ; let us go, Eu- 
* rifochus,' let us go Elpenor, I am prep 
to dye for Artemiſa; and if the Inhumanity of 
* Artaxus hath nothing for me more terrible 
© than death, he is too weak to terrify. Eu- 
rilocbus having acquainted me in a few-Words 
that it was time to go, cauſed a Man to come to 
me with a cord to tye my Hands. This Indignity 
moved me, and turning my ſelf towards Euriis- 
chus: What, ſaid I, will they add this ignomi - 
© ny too to the Death of Anthony's Son ? Artiba- 
© ſus, reply d Burilochus, was loaden with Irons, 
© and the King uſes yon more gently than his Fa- 
© ther was uſed by your Relations: I ſaw well 
enough it was to no purpoſe to oppoſe a thing 
* which: they would do in ſpite of me, in the 
© weak condition I was, not being willin

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Euriiochus did what I ſaid to him without any 
reply, and when I ſaw myſelf tyed, I was a little 
moved with thame, which ſent up a bluſh into 
my Face: I turned myſelf then to m . 
who lying at my Feet, bathed them wink a ſtream 
of Tears, and endeavouring to oblige them to 
ſome Couſtancy by the Expreſſions of mine, Go 
© my 1 I, ſupport your Deſtiny with 
© Patience, and expect from my Brother and the 
Princeſs Ofavis the Recompence which I am 
* notable to give you for your good Services: 
Tell them I do not deſite them to revenge my 
* Death, if Artemiſa diſapproves of any thing 
© that may be done againſt her Brother: But if 
the Princeſs abandons his Intereſts, I deſire of 
my Kindred, and of Ceſar, the ruine of this

. I ſaw divers of thoſe that guarded me weep at 
this Diſcourſe, and turning myſelf to the Com- 
mander, I bad them thew me the way I was to go; 


they conducted me out of my Chamber amo 


a great number of Javelins, and having paſſed 
the Stairs, I found at the gate a Chariot covered 
with Black, which waited for me, and in that I 
was mounted to march to the great Place. I was 
followed and environed with à great number of 
Men, both on foot and on horſeback ; and in 
this manner I advanced: into the Streets, where 


by reaſon of the throng of People, we could paſs 
but ſlowly. There were few Perſons amongſt 


thoſe that met me in my paſſing, but ſhewed 
divers ſigns of Compaſſion, and highly blamed 
the Cruelty of their King: Some ſpake in Pity of 
my youth, wherein they ſaw: me cruelly: ſnatched

The infamous Miniſters of my Death were 
alteady upon the Scaffold; and the Chief of them 
coming to me, told me, that it was time for him 
to do hig duty, and prayed. me to let him bind my 
Eyes with à closth he had ! for, that purpoſe; 
* Friend, ſaid I to bim, I am not ſo much afraid 
of Death, that I cannot ſee its approach without 
being ſrighted at it; I will receive it with my 
Eyes open, withour putting thee to the trouble of 
cloſing hem before death does it. After theſg 
Worgs, diſpoſing myſelf to take my laſt Fare wel,

© ſaid ſhe, is due to all Men, and particularly to 
thoſe who carry in their Faces the Marks that

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milies; that in the Affairs that have happened. to 
either, there was never known a Separation of In- 
tereſts. After two Years of the War which paſ- 
{cd ſo equally, that Tigranes had no need of our 
Aſſiſtance, in the third, Fortune began to be con- 
trary to him; and having reduced him to the Ne- 
— of our Succour; the King my Father went 
to aid the King his Nephew in perſon, I atten- 
ded my Father, and in this War I ſerved my firſt 
Apprenticeſhip in Arms: There were many Battles 
fought, and many memorable Rencounters pals'd, 
wherein I had the Happineſs to give good Hopes 
of my future Propeetariey my Beginnings, and 
Succeſs did fo accompany our Arms, that we cha- 
{ed Artaxus out of Media, and got very conſide- 
rable Advantages upon the Frontier.

. Whilſt the King ſpake in this manner, it was 
eaſy for him to read in my Countenauce, the Dif- 
leafure 1 received at his Words; and when he 
d done ſpeaking, I continued a long-time with 
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my Eyes fixed upon the Ground, without making 
him any Reply. He took two or three Turns 
about the Chamber in expectation, but when he 
ſaw I did not open my Mouth to give bim 
Anſwer: What Philadelyh, ſaid he, ate 5. 
* ſurprized at this Propoſition, and beſides the 
© Knowledge you have already received of my 
& Pleaſure, have you found nothing in the Beauty

particularly moved at the Complaints ſhe made 
againſt me, and proteſted to her, that if I did not 
readily diſpoſe myſelt ro obey him in the Defire 
he bad to engage me in the Service of the Prin- 
ceſs Urania; and if 1 did not abandon all manner 
of Affections for Her Sake, he woüld reduce me 
to my Duty, by making me ſenſible of his Re- 


ſentments; and from that Moment he began to 


uſe all his Authority, to make me ſubmit to what 
be defired of me, 'or to expoſe me to thoſe cruel 
Croſſes, under which I have ſo much groaned fince, 
and by Means of which, I find myſelf in a deplo- 
rable Condition.

At bis De- 


parture, Delia gives bim a Paper ſealed up, but- 


Forbids bim to _ it till be bad Order from 
: berſelf or his Siſter Andromeda. He pores on 


ſucceſsfully in the War, and brings it to Pe- 


ried. He receives Intelligence from bis Siſter, 


that Delia a retir'd from Court, and bad 


given him leave to peruſe his Paper. He calls 
far bis Cabinet, but finds that by accident it 
was loft. He was extreamly afflifted at it; 
betakes bimfelf to travel, and rejolves to range 
the World in ber ſearch. He tells Artemiſa 
what Countries be had already travers d, and 
fo ends bis Story.

SHE King, in comphance to the 
Queen's Hnmour, had no ſooner 
taken the Relolution ro torment me, 
: but he ſeut for me; and after I was 

& come into his Preſence, receiving me 
with a frowbing Countenance, The Cheat, ſaid 
© be, which you put upon me is diſcover'd, to 
your Confuſion; and if you had as much Obe- 


© diente as the Prinicefs Uraniz, you would not 


© have expoſed me to the Diſpicaſure which I have 
© lately icecived, That Princeſs ſubmits herſelf, 
- $3 © as 
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das her Duty is, to the Will of the Queen her 
Mother, and you do not render whar is due to 
© your Father, though the Things which he de- 
ſires you are only for your own Advantage. We 
& know now, Pbiladelph, the Truth which you 
© concealed from us, and we are no longer igno- 
© rant what the Subject of your Diſobedience is. 
© This is not that which 1 expected from the In- 
© clinations which 1 thought 1 obſerved in you, 
© and from the Education you have received; and 
© theſe baſe Thoughts, whereby you diſgrace the 
©. Beginnings of your Life, give a ſenſible Diſplea- 
©: fare to thoſe who had eſtabliſhed their deareſt 
: ar ogy you, Reflect upon it in good ear- 
© neſt; and with a Reſolution worthy of your 
©. Birth, diſcard theſe uncommendable Affections, 
© whereby you will expoſe yourſelf to your Fa- 
< ther's Anger, and the Scorn of the whole World. 
The King ſpoke to me in this Manner, walk- 
1 and down with ſuch an Action as ſiguifi- 
ed bis Diſpleaſure; and I continued unmoveable, 
with my Eyes caſt down, and in an Uncertainty 
what Anſwer I ſhould make him: I had a mind 
at firſt to diſſemble ſtill with him; and to den 
my Paſſion, hoping that in time 1 miphr-wotk 
his Spirit to a ſweeter Temper, and bring. him 
inſenſibly to give Permiſſion to it: But in fine, I 
rceived that there was little likelihood for me to 
ope ſo; and beſides that, it was impoſſible to 
conceal that from him any longer, which was 
come to the Knowledge of the hole Court; and 
that ĩt could not remain ſecret any longer, if I 
did not forbear viſiting Delia; 1 believed that 
that' fair Perſon. was very worthy of my owning, 
and that ſhe mighc juſtly be offended, it I did any 
longer ſtifle the Thoughts 1 had for her.

© made uſe of them, with good Examples, and 
noble Education, ſo as not to ſuffer your Mind 
© to beoverſwayed by vicious Inclinarions.' © Vice, 
© reply'd I, hath no Intermixture with thoſe In- 
clinations which I have for Delia; and if her 
Virtue which ſhe poſſeſſes, poſſibly in au high- 
er Degree than ever Perſon did, were known 
to your Majeſty, without doubt, you would ne- 
ver judge 1njuriouſly of it. She never inſpired 
me with any-Thoughts which were not very 
eater to it; and I ſhall _ have more 
reſpectful Conceits, nor more advantageous In- 
tentions, for the greateſt Princeſs upon Earth, 
than I have for Delia.” And what are your 
Intentions, added the King, with a more ſe- 
© vere Countenance than — acl have you a De- 
© ſign to marry her? © I know too well, anſwer- 
* ed I, the Deference I owe to the Will of my 
Father, and my King, to form theſe Deſigns with 
out his Permiſſion ; Bur I will tell your Maje- 
« ſty plainly, chat if 1 had obtained your Con- 
You, III. L © ſent, 
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« ſent, 1 would marry Delia before all the Prin- 
« ceſſes upon Earth. The King ſtept two or three 
Paces * . at theſe Words; and looking up- 
on me with Eyes full of the Marks of his Indig- 
nation: O Gods, ſaid be, what is this that I 
underſtand? and what Baſeneſs do I now find 
© jn a Prince, whoſe Father I am, and of whom 
© I had conceived ſuch fair Hopes? What Phila- 
© gelph, could you caſt your Eyes upon Delia 
© with a Deſign to marry her?” © I have told your 
* Majeſty, reply'd I, that I would: never have that 
Deſign, if it were contrary to your's: but I will 
© tell you again, if you pleaſe to give me leave, 
that without doubt I ſhould marry Delia, if I 
© had your Conſent, and judge her worthy of 
more ſublime Advancement, than to be the Queen 
© of Cilicia. 

The King was more amazed than before at this 
Confirmation, and in a Croud of Things which 
he had to ſay, not being able to expreſs himſelf 
without Diſorder and Confuſion ; he made divers 
Turns about the Chamber without ſpeaking, caſt- 
ing-his Eyes upon me every Moment, with an 
Action which fufficiently expteſſed his Choler. 
And after he had kept Silence a while in this 


Manner, compoſing his Countenance upon a ſud- 


den, © I know, Philadelph, ſaid be, that I ought 
to inflict ſuch Puniſhments upon you for your 
Fault, as might make you ſenſible of it; and 
vyou have not ſo ſlightly offended me, but that I 
* might without blame, let you feel the Effect of 
my Reſentments againſt you; but I content my- 
© {elf to give you ſuch a Puniſhment, as may poſ- 
* ſibly. reduce you to your Duty; and I will cure 
© you of this Paſſion, which is deſtructive to your 
© Repole and Honour, by removing the Cauſe of 
it out of your Sight; to morrow, without any 


«farther 
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* farther delay, I will ſend away this Stranger 
from my Court, where ſhe hath been the Cauſe 
© of Diſobedience and Diſorder; and 1 ſhall do 
© her no Wrong when I ſhall ſend her out of this 
Country, and cauſe her to be ſafely re- conducted 
* into her own, - 

Theſe Words pierced my very Soul with Grief, 
bur "wh they increaſed my Boldnefs, and I anſwer- 
ed the King without much Trouble: It is in 
« your Power, Sir, to drive Delia out of your 
Country, but I will not ſtay behind her; and 
into what Part of the World ſoever ſhe retires, 
© I will follow her to the laſt Moment of my 
© Life; and I will never be torn from her by an 
* Violence or Conſideration.. I ſhall hinder 
you from that well enough, added the King, 
© enraged with Choler, and I ſhall poſſibly put 
© you in ſuch a Place, where you ſhall have little 
_ ©'Liberty to run after Delia. That is likewiſe 
in your Power, reply d I, but you ſhall never 
© be able to make me live without Delia; and if 
vyou deprive me of the Liberty of following her, 
© all the Authority you have cannot hinder me 
© from dying, as without doubt 1 ſhall do, if you 
© exerciſe this Rigour againſt me. Rake, Wh 

The King was almoſt beſide himſelf at this De- 
clatation; and in the Violence of his Choler he 
threw ſo many Reproaches upon me, that the 
Length and Diſorder of them hinders me from 
Ne them. At laſt, when his Paſſion had a 
little ſpent itſelf, Philadelph, ſaid he, your In- 
*. folence and your Baſeneſs render you unwoths 
of the Affection 1 have for you, but I ſhall bri- 
„dle that, to reduce you to your Duty; get you 
gone our of my Sig t, and come no more into 
it, till you have diſpoſed JO to render what 
you owe me as your 5 r, and as yout King.

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In this Manner he drove me out of his Preſence, 
and I retired in ſuch a Confuſion of Thoughts, 
that for a long time after, I could not calm my 
Spirits; yet - all that, I made a firm Reſolve, 
either to conſerve my Intereſt in Delia, or to pe- 
Tiſh; and not to recede from the Deſign I had for 
her, for any Menace, or any Uſage, that I might 
receive from the 7 77 That very Evening I 
made a Relation of the whole to Delia, and to 
the Princeſs Andromeda; and upon this Diſcourſe, 
Delia renewed the ang wag ſhe had formerly made 
to my Siſter, to give her Permiſſion to retire ; but 
I hindered the Progreſs of her Requeſts, when I 
ſaid to her with a Countenance wherein, through 
the Marks whicha violent Paſſion imprinted there, 
ſhe might perceive the Signs of a ſtrong Reſolu- 
tion; Delia, 1 have often told you, that it is in 

your Power to leave me; but I proteſt to you 
5 N all the Gods, that if you ſo much 
© Inhumani:y to a Prince, who hath given you 
no Cauſe; and if, contrary to what you owe to 
* Acknowledgment and Pity, you can reſolve to

Delia, if ſhe had no Senſe for Love, ſhe had 
ſome for Compaſſion, and always when I made 
her this Diſcourſe, ſhe ſeemed to be moved at it, 
and did very much flack the Deſign ſhe had to 
quit us; bur it was not without the Teſtimonies 
of a ſmarting Grief, that ſhe ſaw herſelf to be the 
cauſe of our Troubles, and withour grand Pro- 
teſtations of the little Deſite ſhe bad to contribute

He was handſome enough of his Perſon, and he 
had a nimble and bold Spirit; and the King, 
Judging him fit to ſerve his turn in his intended 
Purpoſe, promiſed him, that if he could prevail 
upon Delia's Spirit, and break the Union which 
he believed was between that Maid aud 1, he 
would not only make a Match between them, but 
amply repair, þ his Munificence, whatſoever the

Upon this account he repreſented to her, that, ac- 
cording to all the Laws of Prejudice, ſhe ought 
not to amuſe herſelf about me; and that I coulc 
have no Deſigns for her, but what would prove 
tuinous to her Reputation and Fortune; that the 
Soul of a Perſon of my Age eaſily took fire, and 
did as readily loſe thoſe Impreſſions; and thou 

I ſhould have the moſt favourable and adyantage- 
ous Deſigns for her that could be, yet I had not 
the Liberty of mine own Actions, nor could hope 
that the King would any longer endure that 1 
| ſhould beſtow the Expreſſions of my Affe ction up- 
on her. By this Diſcourſe, which he eternally te- 
ſounded in her Ears, Antigenes might have wrought 
ſomething, if he had been to deat with any other 
Spirit but De/ia's ; but that admirable Perſon, 
tl ough ſhe judged that there was ſomething, of 
Truth in what he (aid, yet ſhe was not at all in- 
clined by it to favour him; and ſhe received the 
Proofs of his Paſſion with ſo much Diſdain, that, 
unleſs he had been intereſted by his Love, and 
backed on by the King's Promiſes, he would eaſily 
have been repulſed. 

There were divers others beſides Antigenes, that 
employ'd themſelves in the Re- ſeatch of Delia; 
and beſides the Poſſeſſion of her, the King had 
promiſed great Gratuities to them who could diſ- 
CO her from the Pretenſions which I made to 
her, I ſaw all this at the firſt, without being 
moved at it; and I did not fear that Delia, whom 
1 had found unbatterable by the Proofs of my 
Love, ſhould ſurtender to thoſe Perſons who were 
ſo inferior to me. But, by little and little, the 
W 
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Report came to me, that Antigenes pretended to 


marry her within a ſhort time; that the Kin 
was relolved upon it, and that all things diſpoſed 
themſelves that way, as to a Buſineſs of great Cer- 
tainty. This Diſcourſe ſtruck me with a ſenſible 
Diſpleaſure, and the fitſt that 1 acquainted with 
it was Delia, to whom I complained in a very 
ſad manner, which made her judge, that the com- 
mon Opinion had made ſome Impreſſion u 
my Spirit; but ſhe ſatisſied me by 2 Diſcourſe far 
different from thoſe Terms which ſhe was wont 
to make uſe of: Philadeph, ſaid ſhe, you do 
© not know me yet; and you may believe, if you 
'< pleaſe, that fince you honour: me fo much, I 
will never love any thing that is inferior to you. 
At the ſpeaking of theſe: few Words, which ſhe 
uttered with a different Air from that Humility 
wherewith, till then, ſhe had conformed herſelf 
to her Fortune, there appeared ſomething in her 
Countenance of more than ordinaty Grandeur, 
and I perceived the Reſpect I had for her to be 
much augmented. *© I am charmed, ſaid I, with 
< this Reſolution of your's ; but, Oh Gods! how 
© much ſhould 1 have been charmed, and into 
© how happy a Condition would you put me, if 
© inſtead of making me hope that you will love 
nothing below me, you had promiſed me that 
you would love nothing beſides me“ © I will 
not promiſe to love you, reply'd Delia, bur I 
willi tell you really, that if 1 am not ſenſible of 
* ſuch a Prince as you are; I believe I ſhall never 
take notice of any other Perſon whilſt J live. 
Theſe Words were very innocent, yet Delia could 
not utter them without bluſhing, and they gave 
me a preat deal of Satisfaction. I confirmed her 
as much as I could poſſibly in the Diſdain ſhe had 
for thoſe petry Riyals,' which her Beauty, and the 
Pvt: L4 King's 
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King's Will, raiſed up againſt me; and ſhe was 


ſo naturally inclined that way, that I had no diffi- 
culty to diſpoſe her to it. 
Bur a little after, the King's Favour did ſo open- 


. ly appear upon Antigenes's Behalf, that op 


he was far from obtaining De/ia's Conſent, all t 

World believed that he thould marry her; and 
the King having met her in the Princeſs's Cham- 
ber, whom he was come to viſit, © Fair. Delia, 
<* ſaid be, your Beauty hath produced great Effects 
in the Court; but 1 believe you have Prudence 
© and. Reaſon enough to difcern the true Lovers 
you have gained, from thoſe who have the De- 
© ſign to deceive you. Sir, anſwered Delia, there 
© will be ſo little Advantage in deceiving a ſtrange 
© Maid, that I ſhall never ſuſpect that auy Per-

© hath ſuch an Intention, added the King, but 
* Antigenes hath none but what is legitimate, 
© and I dare own.“ Delia changed Colour at 


this Diſcourſe, with a little Emotion of Choler; 


and cafting down her Eyes with a diſdainful Acti- 
on, © I ſhall underſtand very well, Sir, ſaid ſhe, 
© to make a Difference between Antigenes and 
« Prince Phi/ade/pb, both in reſpect of their In- 
© rentions and of their Perſons,” Take heed, 


* reply'd the King, that you do not abuſe your-. 


© ſelf upon that Account, and that, for a fallaci- 
©. ous Splendour, you do not abandon the true 
* Happineſs you may meet withal in eſpouſing 
© Avtigenes.” © I do not deſerve that Fortune, 
© an{wered Delia, with an Air full of Diſdain; 
© and if I muſt have a Husband in Cilicia, it

The King, who ſaw very well that this Diſ- 


courſe was-troubleſome' to her, was not willi

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nettled with Reſentment againſt her, yet, at the 
ſight of her admirable Beauty, he could not fol- 
low his Paſſions, nor defend himſelf. from the 
Reſpect which it imprinted in all thoſe who were 
capable to take notice of it.

 Tyridates, who was acquainted with all the 
Accidents of his Life, endeavoured to give bim 
Conſolation, and there being by their good Offi- 
ces and a mutual Knowledge of each other's Vir- 
tues, a ſincete Friendſhip eſtabliſhed between theſe 
two Princes, Tyridates unlocked bis Heart to 
Coriolanus, and by the Confeſſion of the Love 
which he bore to the Queen of Judea, he obli- 
him oſtentimes to render him the like Com- 
rts.. Hettyeen theſe two paſſionate Princes there 
often paſſed excellent Converſations ; and as nei- 
ther of them was capable but of noble aud high 
Thoughts, they could not communicate them 
without giving themſelves reciprocally new Sub- 
jects of Eſteem, and without finding excellent 
Matter to entertain each other in their Solitude.

{for by the Intereſt he took therein, I took notice 
of his Truth ſooner than others) but I conceived 
Hatred againſt him 'in my Heart, and it found 2 
Diſpoſition ſo natural to receive it, that ever ſince, 
though the Cauſe of out Difference be ceaſed, 
and that naturally 1 am apt enough to be recon- 
eiled, and of an Humour inclinable enough A 
FRAY HULK. e e OY "Pardon 
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ardon my moſt cruel Enemies; 1 could never 
baniſh the Repugnance which ſince that time eſta- 
bliſhed itſelf againſt him in my Spirit: It was 
augmented by a thouſand Occaſions, aud Cirume- 
don, though I believe Without Deſign, did me a 
thouſand Injuries, which were never Notice taken 
of, either by him or other Perſons, and which 


could not poſſibly have paſſed for Injuries amongſt 


my Companions, whoſe Cou was not ſo 
haughty as mine; he ——ů— every Day of 
the Means of, entreating the Princeſs, who, out 
of a particulat ¶Modneſs, oftentimes. diverted her- 
ſelf to diſcourſe with me. If I had the Honour 
to lead her, as it was permitted us by the Em- 
ployment we bad near her, 8 
Office, and put me beſides a Place which I muſt 
needs quit unto him out of Reſpect; and in 
fine, be did me a hundred Diſpleaſures, which 1 
looked upon rather through my Paſſion, than 
my Reaſon, and which made me deteſt my 
unfortunate Birth, by reaſon of which I could 
not probably hope for Satisfaction from a great 
Prince. But this Fear was unjuſt in me, 
Cleomedou, whoſe Virtue and C is more 
ſublime than his Birth, made me a little after ac- 
knowledge, that he was excreding worthy of 
the Advantages he had above me, and that he 
might highly conſerve by his Valour wharſoever 
acquire by his Fortune. You will per- 
ceive the Truth of what I have told you, in the 
Recital of the Engagement between us, and by 


the Diſcourſe which 1 will make you of his ad- 


mirable Generoſity; you u ill be amazed, that by 
his noble Procedure, all the Hatred I had for 

him did not quit my Heart, or rather you will 
believe with me that it muſt needs be retained 
there by unknown Cauſes. . een ee e

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Hlereabouts . Þritomarus {topped to recal into 
his Memory ſome Particulars of his Diſcourſe: 
And when they were come to his Mind, he went 
on upon the ſame Things, which a few Days be- 
fore Eteocles had related to Hridates. He told 
the two Princes the Diſpleaſures he had received 
from Cleomedon, for the Noſegay he had taken 
from him to ꝑreſent to the Princeſs Candace; he 
added alſo divets of the ſame Nature, and at laſt 
came to the Relation of the Offence which he did 
him at the publick Sports, of his geſentments, of 
his Complaint to Cleomedon, ali of che gallant 
Combat which they had together, wherein he ex- 
alted the Generoſity of Cleomedon, in Terms 
which ſufficiently diſcovered bis own to his illu- 
ſtrious Auditors, and made them tightly judge, 
that vertuous Men acknowledge and teverence 
Virtue even in the Perſons of their Enemies. He 
told them in fine, the Command he bad recei- 
ved to depart Ethiopia, whereby his Reſentments 
againſt Cleomedon were revived, the Combat he 

ſuffered in his Soul; whilſt his Wounds detained 
him in his Bed, to ſeparate himſelf from Candace: 
He gave them the Relation of his Cure, of the 
Leave he took of Cleomedon, of his Departure 
from the Court of Ethiopia; and punctually all 
thoſe Things which Eteocles had — by 
the Recital whereof, he cauſed in Coriolanus an 
2 and Admiration for theſe Beginnings of 

his Life, which poſſibly Adventures of greater Im- 
portance would: not have produced: And after he 

related in this Sort, that which Tyridates al- 


ready underſtood, he purſued iu theſe Terms his 


Diſcourſe concerning thoſe Things which were 
as yet unknown unto him, or thoſe at leaſt where- 
of he had heard only by a common Report, and 
not by any particulat Nartatioůon 5 
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It was not without very great Violence, that I 
diſpoſed my Spirit to ſeparate myſelf from Can- 
dace; and though the Paſſion I had for her was 
not yet arrived to the Point whither it might have 
come, yet neverthele(s it was not ſo flight, but 
it made me reſent a great Part of that which 
might be ſuffered by ſuch à Separation; and that 
which aggravated my Grief the more," was to ſee 
myſelf driven away by my Rival (I ſay my Ri- 
val, for the Inequality which was between us, 
cannot hinder me from calling him fo) and redu- 
ced by an unjuſt Authority to yield up a Place to 
him which my Heart had choſen, and a Place 
which I had infallibly conſerved, if my Power 
had never ſo little ſeconded my Courage. 
What, ſaid J, ſhall I fly then for him, and 
* ſhall I by bim be ever bahiſhed from the Sight 
of Candace? muſt I needs ſubmit to a cruel Ty- 
©; ratiny, becauſe my Bitth was unfortunate; and 
© becauſe I am more weak in power than Cl/eo- 
© medon; muſt I needs bear to no purpoſe an 
Heart as great as C/eomedon's ? Shall this Sword 
© wherewith I have begun to exact Satisfaction 
for my Injuries, and which, for its firſt'Eflay, 
© hath poſſibly ſhed the moſt noble Blood of the 
World, hang unproſitably by my Side, and 
not defend me from the laſt Offence that is pre- 
© pared>for me? I ſhall go exiled, 1 ſhall go ba- 
niſhed, to Suck dk Nees and Sanctuaries 
© far from Candace, whilſt my inſolent Enemy 
may poſſibly ſtay near her; and ſhall not all 
my * be able to preferve me from this 
{ unjuſt and cruel Oppreſſion? Ah, my Birth! 
© ah, my Fortune! what Enemies are you unto 
me? aud how little conformable ate you to 
er Ur es ſhall eternally complain 
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To theſo fitſt Diſcourſes which my Love pro- 
duced, ſucceeded the Memory of the Indignities 
I ſuffered, and the Scorn of Candace, whoſe 
Thoughts were conformable to thoſe of the King 
her Father, who as well as ſhe, blamed my Inſo- 
lence, and viſited Cleomedon every Day, whilſt 
his Wounds detained him in his Bed, without 
ouce informing herſelf of the Eſtate of mine. 
The Deſpite 1 hence reſented, was neceſſary to 
diſpoſe me to quiet Ethiopia, and without that, 
the Fear of any Hurt they could do me, would 
never. have been capable to make me for: ever 
abandon the Sight of that I loved : * They deſpiſe 
* thee; ſaid I, they. accuſe. thee of Preſumption, 
they never ſo much as ask whether thou beeſt 
alive or no; and canſt thou feel any Regrer to 
© ſeparate thyſelf from theſe ingratcful Perſons 
6 EE. in ale? The King, who at firſt 
thought he. ſaw. ſomething} extraordinary in 
© thee,,treats. thee now; as the vileſt of all Men; 
* heſhamefully baniſhes thee his Dominions, and 
© hardly leaves thee, thy. Life at the Requeſt of 
* thine Enemy; and Candace, to whom thou haſt 
given an Heart and a Liſe poſſibly as worthy of 
0 — as that of a Prince, diſceſteems thee for De- 
fault of thy Birth and Fortune, and ſuffers 
© thee to be baniſhed: from her Service and her 
© Father's Territories, without making one ſin- 
« gle Petition to him in thy Favour. Ab, Brito- 
© marys/ rouze thyſelf from that: Sottiſhneſs 
* wherein thy blind Paſſion. bath entangled thee: 
© Remember thyſelf that thou art not born for 
Contempt, and: chat thou art poſſibly called to 
© Occafions of Glory, whereby thou mayeſt me- 
« rit other kind of Uſage from Perſons as high as 
£ theſe which diſdain thee; make them know 
that they neyer rightly knew thee, and. 3 
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them one Day repent that they ſtay'd upon falſe 


* Appearance, and did not know to diſcern a Vir- 
tue more worthy of their Eſteem. Thcu ſhalt 
© find abroad elſe where better Conditions than in 
* this Enemy's Country, where thou haſt aban- 
© doned thy Liberty; and if the Gods will favour 
© thy Courage, thou art born without doubt to 
© greater Things than thoſe to which thou haſt 
© given the Beginuings of thy Life: Make thy- 
3 7 to Cleomellon, by this Sword which 
© thou haſt drawn againſt him; and when thou 
© ſhalt have attained to what thy Heart makes 
© thee hope for, return to diſpute againſt him, 
© not Candace who deſpiſes thee, not the Favour

© the Injuries he hath done thee.”.. Theſe Thoughts 
coming. again into my Mind, fortified them- 
ſelyes there at laſt in ſuch Sort, that all the Pow- 
ers of Candace were not able to reſiſt them; and 
after a great Combat, I could not entirely baniſh 
her out of my Mind, yet by the Reſentments 
which rendered themſelves equal to the Love I had 
for ber, I diſpoſed myſelf ro abandon her without 


| Regrer, or at leaſt to vanquiſh what might te- 


main by the Memory. of her Scorn, and entirely 
to remove my Thoughts to other Employ ments, 
aud. other Obeds than thoſe which I could not 
call to mind without Shame and Diſpleaſure. 
With this Reſolution I parted! from Meroe 
with my Father, who would not leave me, tho 
he bad Liberty to ſtay; and having laid the Foun- 
dation of all his Hopes in me alone, was reſol- 
i by i= wy Fortune through the * Earth. 
| found in my Engagement with Cleome- 
den, e N and Fun pruous, and he 
gaye me at firſt a oy, ſharp Check for it; but 
2 "'s 1 
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in fine, as he had Reſentments truly generous and 
noble, he could not abſolutely condemn it; and 
confirming himſelf by this Action in the Judg- 
ment he made of me: Our Fortune, /aid- he 
©'zo me, is roo narrow for thee, and Heaven 
© would' nor be juſt, if it hath not reſerved ſome. 
- © thing for thee more proportionable to thy Cou- 
© rage. He often uſed theſe Words and others 
of the ſame Nature to me, ighing and expreſ- 
ſing by his Viſage the Diſpleaſure he had to ſee 
ſo little Conformity between my Thoughts and 
my Condition.” In all kind of my Occurrences he 
ſhewed me an ardent Affection, and lived with 
me, as I thought, with more Conſideration, than 
Parents uſually have for their Children, through 
the good Opinion he had conceived of me: He 
gave me, all the time I ſtay'd with him, In- 
ſtructions worthy of the Virtue which the World 
took notice of in him, and preſſed as much as 
was poſſible for him, the Impetuoſity of my 
Vouth; yet without debaſing my Courage, which 
be ſaw, with Joy, inclined to great Matters. 
But alas! the Inſtructions and Conſolations 
which I received from him were but of a ſhon 
Continuance, and it was with a very ſenſible 
Grief that I ſaw myſelf deprived of him by an 
unexpected Adventure. Departing out of Ethio- 
pia, we viſited a Patt of Arabia, and I was de- 
rained in a little Village by a ſlight Indiſpoſition, 
when my Father attending my Recovery, was 
walking one Day in the Company of ſome Inha- 
bitants of the Place where I was, with whom he 
was acquainted, was ſer upon by a Troop of 
Arabichs, who were almoſt all Thieves and

Vagabonds, and carty'd away with ſome of thoſe 
which were with him, without my hearing any 


News of him, Underſtanding is Loſs, and be- 
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ing ſeized by a mortal Grief, 1 purſued after his 
Ravithers, and I may ſay, that there was hardly 
a Place in all Arabia, whither 1 bended not my 
Sreps, with an Intention either to periſh or reco- 
ver him who gave me Birth: But all my Excur- 
ſions were unprofitable, and with them I loſt all 
the Hope I had conceived of ſeeing again a Father 


fo dear, and to whom I had ſo great Obligations. 


I will not recount unto you the Regrets which 
5 Loſs cauſed me for divers Months, and this 
elation will be to you as troubleſome as uppro- 
ficable, in relation to the Knowledge which you 
deſire of my Life: He had left at the Houſe where 
I was, When he was carried away, Money a 
Jewels of a very rear Price, which remained in 
my Power after his. Loſs, whereby I had Means 
to defend myſelf from Neceſſity in my Travels, 
and to par mort into a handſome Equipage, to 
go and ſeek Occaſions of acquiring Glory in thoſe 
Places Whither the Fame of War invited me. I

coaſted Syria, I ſaw Meſopotamia and Aſſyria ; 


but finding theſe. Countries at Peace, I contented 
myſelf to paſs through them without ſtaying there, | 


and I came at laſt into Armenia, upon the Re- 
port which was ſpread abroad concerning the Pre- 
parations which the King of this Country made 


to catry Wat into Media; I found the Truth con- 


formable to what 1 had heard, and the young 
Artaxus boiling with Revenge for the Death of 
his Father, who was ſaid to Pons loſt his Life by 
the Sollicitation of the King of the Medes, Father 
to him whom he went to engage, threw himſelf 


into his Territories with a puiſſant Army, putting 


all to Fire and Sword ; I put myſelf in his Troops 
unknown, and though my Equipage was hand- 


ſome” enough, and that 1 had employed thereup- 
ou Part of What: my Father had left me, being 
* ** ; P 3 k neither 
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neither able nor willing to convert it to any other 
os, than what might ſerve to ſignalize me, 1 
— in perſon without any Command in the 
Encounters. I quickly got Acquaintance with 

the Officers of the Army, who found ſomethin 
my Perſon, worthy of their Careſſes and theit 
mity, and in a ſhort time 1 was fo fortunate, 
that in the Battles which were fought, I having 

done Actions which they ſaid were not ordinary 


_ amongſt them ; the Ki on the Re rt whic 


was made of them, had a Deſire to ſee me. 1 
was preſented unto him by the Officers with 
whom I had gotten Acquainrance, who commend- 
ed me aboye the Truth; and the King, after he 
had let me know that he eſteemed me more than 
I could probably expect, a little after I me the 
Command of two Ng Horſe. s Was my 
12 Employment, and the Gods were pleas'd that 
ſucceed with ſo much Fortu at in 
ha two Months, by the 8 the Kin 4

in hope of artiving quickly to higher Preferment. 
In the mean time, I bad fo well endeavoured 
to bapiſh the Image of Candace out of my Mind, 
chat by the Afſiſtance of my Reſentmients and my 
Youth, which bad bur 1 1 fealy received the 
firſt Im l of Loye, my Sp nr found itſelf 
free and diſengaged oper, "ap I durſt hope, or 


aived of it, it e but y 
fight Pais, nd Deſpighs dail 7775 75 1 ſelf 
iu my Heart, weakned it in ſuch CL hat at 
laſt it was uo longer in a Condition to 95 5 
conſiderable Traverſe ro my ambitious Thoughts : 
I am no longer, ſaid 1, 12 gk r in thy 
C Fetters, proud Plc which k nowelt not how 
© to, diſcer beuten Virtue and fortune, 128 
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* which wouldeſt have treated me with Blindneſs 
like to her's. Iam aſhamed chat I once gave 
« thee fo lightly this Liberty which I ſhould th 
better defended; and though others poſſibly 
© eſteem it glorious to paſs their whole Life in thy 
service, I cannot without bluthing remember 
© that I have given thee any Moments of mine.” 
Theſe were my real Thoughts, and by little and 
little, I ſo perfectly razed her out of my Soul, that 
Ambition and the Deſire of Glory remained there 
alone, and made me entirely apply my Cares and 
my Deſires, to Occaſions of acquiring Ho- 
nour, and of advancing myſelf ſo by my Yalour, 
that I might ſee myſelf no more ſubjected to the 
Injuries whereunto I had been expoſed by my 
Fortune. = 80 
I had in this all the good Suoceſs I co 
defire; and if that we oe to Modeſty. did per. 
mit me to ſpeak of myſelf as of another Perſon, 
1 would ſay, that the Armenians poſſibly nevet 
few a Man fignalize himſelf amongſt them by 


- more. advanta Succeſſes, than thoſe which 


enſued upon all Occaſions, whereupon I was em- 
ploy'd. With the thouſand Horſe which I com- 
manded, 1 divers times cut in 'pieces far greatet 


Numbers. of the Enemy; and the King permit- 2 


ting me, through the- Inclination the perceived in 
me; to go put often upon Parties, I never return- 
ed back; but loaden with the Spoils, and covered 
with the Blood of my Encmies; and with all the 
Marks of Advantage he could defire of me. | 
Once our Enemy having charged Part of ont 
Infantry in a narrow Paſt , 1 was ſent with 
myY:\mall Body, and 1 fouphe there with ſo good 
Succeſs, that more than two thouſand Meres re- 
mained dead upon the Place, the reſt were put 
to flight, and alftheir Baggage with a good —_— 
9 2 4 r 
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ber of Priſoners; fell into our Power. Some Days 
after, at a Paſs upon a River, which our Enemies 
diſputed with us, I threw' myſelf firſt into the 
River, followed by a Party of Men, and through 
the Arrows, which flew like Hail, having recover- 
ed the Bank, 1 charged the Enemies which de- 
fended it, and amuſed them ſo, that I gave leiſure 
to all our Troops to paſs after my Example, to 
reach _ Bank, and obtain an r olute Victory. 
By theſe Actions, I acquired great Reputa- 
ow in 1 ˖· I and Muck eſteem in the Mind 
of the young King of Armenia, who conſidered 
theſe things ſo much the more, becauſe I did them 
at an Age wherein few Perſons: had began to draw 
a Sword. But his Affection was much augment- 
ed 4 the _— © a =. _ was 0 
near the Ci Luſſa, whereof, in ave 
me the Glo'y - and certain it is, 4 Aires 
thouſand Horſe, which he gave me the Command 
of that Day, -I had the good Fortune /to rout the 
Enemy on all Parts where I encounter d them, to 
ſave the Lives of our principal Commanders, and 
ſo opportunely with my uuengaged Body to ſuc- 
court all thoſe which were in a Condition of want- 
ing Relief, that they aſcribed to me, more than 
to any other Commanders, the Advantage of this 


- 


Day, which was entirely ours. 
Aſtet this time, Artaxus looked upon me as a 
Perſon enn ;: he admitted me into his 
Council in ſo youthful an Age, as to appeatance 
did little merit theſe Advantages; and he had ad- 
vanced me to fait Preferments in his Army. Hi- 
therto I did not only conſerve, but greatly aug- 
ment the Reputation which 1 had gained; and 
Fottune, which at that time did intereſt herſelf in 
my Glory, would have it fo, that at the Siege of 
a very important Place, which we had ſat down 
1 9 4 | before, 
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before, and for the Succour whereof, the King of 
the Mertes was advanced with his Army, Ti-* 
granes, to ſpare the Blood of his Subjects, made 
an Offer to 055 to decide the Siege by a ſingle 

Combat of one of his Men againſt one of ours, 
upon Condition, that if his Champion were not 
conquered, we ſhonld raiſe the Siege, and depart 

out of the Province; and if the Victory happened 

upon out Side, the City beſieged ſhould be put in- 
to out Hands, and open us the Gates at the end 
of the Combat. The King of Armenia, who out 
of the Animoſity which carried him on to this 
War, rejected all ſorts of Propoſitions, ſeeing him- 
ſelf in a Seaſon wherein, by reaſon of the Cold 
and the Incommodities of che Winter, which was 
very near at hand, he ſhould be ſhortly conſtrain- 
ed to retire, accepted this: And although the Re- 
port was long before Ipread, even in our Army, 
of the Valour of the Mede who was to fight, he 
made ne e one of his Men 
againſt him, and believed he ſhould find as vali- 
ant as he in his own Troops. Divers brave Ar- 
menians pteſented themſelves to their King to ob- 
tain this Employment; and I caſt myſelf at his 
Feet, among the firſt, ro demand it of him. I 
know not whether he choſe rather to hazard the 
Life of a Stranger, than of the principal of his 
own Subjects, or indeed the good Opinion he bad 
of me render d my Prayer more efficacious than 
other Mens ; but, however it was, 1 obtained this 
Honour, being preferred before all thoſe that de- 
manded it; and I received a Permiſſion to go put 
myſelf into a Condition to fight the valiant Mede, 
in whom our Enemies had eſtabliſhed Part of 
their Hopes. 1 clad myſelf for this Occaſion in 
very fait Atms; and then it was that I began ro 
carry theſe Lions, which my Fortune had rendred 
4 famous 


* 
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famous enough, and which have appeared fince 
in an hundred Combats, wherein Victory 'neyer 
abandoned then. CON 


I will not detain you with the particular Rela- 


tion of this Action, having fo many of greater 
SIT to recount unto you, that I can only 


aſs oyer this very lightly. All the Conditions 
eing agreed upon, and the Day come, I appear- 
ed upon the Field aſſigned in view of the two 
Kings, and both Armies; aud, after the accuſtom- 
ed Ceremonies, I fought with the Meade, and by 
great good Fortune, made him tumble dead al- 
moſt with the firſt Blows 1 gave him. This 
Action was glorious and ſolemn cnough to tickle 
my ambitious Deſires, and I received Praiſes for 
it from the King and all our Troops, wherein a 
Soul like mine might find its entire Recompence. 
The King, that very Day, gave me the City which 
1 had gained for him by this Combat, and proteſt- 
ed publickly, that there was no Employment in 
his Kingdom ſuperior to me, to which I might 
not lawfully aſpire.  - ___ + x 
A few Days after, by the Rigour of the Seaſon, 
the Armies were forced to leave the Field; aud 
the King of Armenia, having put good Garriſons 
in the Places which he had taken, retited into 
his own Country, and took me along with him 
to Ariaxata, —— be kept his ordinaty Reſi- 
dence. At my coming, through the adyantape- 
ous Relation whith was there made of me, 1 was 
treated better, without doubt, than I deſerved ; and 
inſtead of being looked upon as a poor Stranger 
without Name, whout Eſtate, and without any 
Advantage of Fortune, I was conſidered as a Man 
rendered worthy, in a few Months, of Command: 
which the beſt qualified Perſons could hardly ob- 
tain in a great Number of Yeats. 1 had Acceſs, 
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at my firſt coming, to all the Grandees of the 
Court; and the King giving me ample Penſions 
to maintain myſelf in an honourable Condition, 
and according to the Rank he would have me 


bear, I was as well received both among the 


Courtiers and the Ladies, as Petſons of greater 
Dignity than myſelf. I was likewiſe well enter 
tained, and particularly careſſed by all the Royal 
Family ; and * my ambitious Humour, the 
Careſles of theſe Perſons made me deſpiſe all others, 
and did ſo. powerfully fix me, that I hardly caſt 
my Eyes upon the reſt. The Royal Family was 
at this time compoſed of Perſons admirably hand- 
ſome made ; the King, though he appeared 
ſomething unpolithed in his Aſpect, yet he had a 
high and lofty Deportment: But the Prince Ario- 
barzanes, his Brother, and the two Princefles, 
Arſfinoe and Artemiſe, his Siſters, were admi- 
rable Maſter-pieces of Nature, for their Bodies, 


Minds, and Inclinations. Ariobarzanes was fix- 


teen Years of Age, Arſinoe one Year leſs, and 
Artemiſa one leſs than her Siſter: It would be 
cettainly a difficult Thing to find any thing in the 
World more beautiful thau the young Prince and 
the two Princeſſes; and all that which I had 
ſometimes admired in the Beauties of Candace, 


* 


ſeemed to be patalelled by thoſe of Arſinoe, and 


to have very little Advantage over thoſe of Arte- 
miſa. Other Perſons would poſſibly have be- 
ſtowed: longer time in paſlipg a Judgment upon 
theſe two Princeſſes, and the Difference was not 
ſo great, that one could eaſily adjudge the Superi- 


ority to either; but whether it were by my Incli- 


nation, or by the Truth, that I remained conviu- 
ced, b did not doubt to give the Preference to 
Arſinoe, and to judge her in all Things more 
amiable than her Siſter. Arſinoe was fo com- 

| : | . poſed, 
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poſed, that the Eyes of Envy itſelf could find no- 
thing to catp at in the Regulatity of the Linea- 
ments of her Viſage, nor in all the Structure of 
her whole Perſon; her Eyes black, but full of 
the quickeſt Fire where with Hearts are enflamed; 
had in their Motion and Conduct ſomething ſo 
ſweet, and ſo imperious both together, that they 
caſt but few. Regards without Effect; and it was 
hard to defend one's ſelf againſt their Powers, if 
one were not fortified by ſome extraordinary Aſſi- 
ſtance. Their Blackneſs, with that of her Hair 
being of the ſame Colour, was made remarkable 
by a Complexion, to which it gave Luſtre, which 
nevertheleſs had no need of its Aſſiſtance to dazzle 
the Eyes of the Beholders, and to carry away the 
Pre eminence from all the pureſt Whites that Na- 
ture ever produced; her Mouth, her Neck, her 
Proportion, aud all her Parts were compleat, even 

e Height of Perfection; but the Beauties of 
her Mind were yet much more perfect than thoſe 
of her Body; and if Chaſtity and Modeſty were 
depainted in her Face, they were likewiſe ſo deep -

All her Diſ- 
courſes were accompanied by a Reaſoning infinite- 
ly above her Age, and although her Courage was 


- ſublime above her Sex, yet it was elevated with- 


out Pride, and full of a generous Goodneſs. In 
fine, ſhe was amiable in all Parts, and you wilt 
eaſily perceive by the follow ing Part of my Di- 
courſe, that I praiſe het now without Paſſion,

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in the Truth. I had ar this time through De- 


ſpight, my Youth , Abſence and warlike Empl6y- 
ments, to which 1 entirely gave myfelf, bani ſh d 
Candace from my Heart; and if at any time ſhe 
preſented herſelf there, ſhe found a Reſiſtance in 
my Reſentments, which did not permit her” to
